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FIRST BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE STATE BOARD 

OF CONTROL. 



To His Excellency, Henry McBride, Governor, and the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of Washington, 
Gentlemen — In compliance with the law creating the State 
Board of Control, we have the honor to submit the first biennial 
report of the Board, covering the term beginning October 1st, 1900, 
and ending September 30th, 1902.

Pursuant to the provisions of the act creating the State Board 
of Control, the Governor appointed as members of the said Board, 
Ernest Lister, for the term of two years ; Henry Drum, for the term 
of four years, and Charles S. Reed, for the term of six years. This 
Board assumed its duties on April 1st, 1901, taking charge of the 
institutions that were, prior to the above mentioned date, under 
the care of the State Board of Audit and Control and the Board of 
Trustees of the School for Defective Youth. Our report, therefore, 
covers the last six months of the management of the institutions 
by the Board of Audit and Control and the Board of Trustees of 
the School for Defective Youth, and eighteen months under our 
control. 

On February 10th, 1902, Grant Neal succeeded Henry Drum 
as a member of the Board. 

The law places in our charge the following institutions: 

Western Washington Hospital for the Insane, Fort Steilacoom. 

Eastern Washington Hospital for the Insane, Medical Lake. 

State Penitentiary, Walla Walla. 

State Reform School, Chehalis. 

State Soldjers' Home, Orting. 

State School for Defective Youth, Vancouver. 

The law creating this Board, and under which the institutions 
are now being managed, is attached to this report; the Board feel- 
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ing that to explain the operations of the law would occupy much 
more space and would not be as satisfactor}' as a copy of the law 
itself. 

In order to familiarize ourselves with the several institutions 
placed in our charge, the Board made more frequent trips to the 
institutions on first assuming charge than are called for under 
the law. In April, 1901, a trip of inspection was also made by the 
Board, accompanied by the late Governor Rogers, to the public 
institutions of the State of Oregon. On this trip a great deal of 
information that has been of value in the management of th^ insti- 
tutions of this State was received. 

FINANCIAL. 

Appropriations are made by the Legislature to cover the two- 
year term beginning April 1st following the regular session of the 
Legislature. Therefore, the expenditures for the six months end- 
ing March 31st, 1901, were paid from the appropriations made by 
the Legislature of 1899, while for the eighteen months ending Sep- 
tember 30th, 1902, the expenditures are from the appropriations 
made by the Legislature of 1901. The cost of maintaining the insti- 
tutions during the six months ending March 31st, 1903, will be 
paid from the balances in the present appropriations. For the pur- 
pose of presenting the cost of conducting the institutions in a clear 
and concise manner, we have prepared the following tables, to which 
we respectfully call your attention : 

Table Number One is a comparative statement of the cost 
of maintenance of the institutions from April 1st, 1895 to Sep- 
tember 30th, 1902. This covers all institutions in the charge of 
the Board for the term mentioned excepting the State School for 
Defective Youth. For this institution the statement covers from 
April 1st, 1898 to March 3l8t, 1902. It was found to be impossi- 
ble to prepare a correct statement covering the years prior to 1898 
and on account of the fact that school was held only two months 
during the six months ending September 30th, 1902, a statement 
covering this period is not included. 

Table Number Two is a statement showing the amounts of 
appropriations made by the Legislature of 1899 ; balances on hand 
October 1st, 1900; expenditures from October 1st, 1900, to March 
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31st, 1901, and amounts, if any, reverting to the State Treasury. 

Table Number Three is a statement showing the amounts 
appropriated by the Legislature of 1901; expenditures from the 
same from April 1st, 1901, to September 30th, 1902, and balances 
on hand October 1st, 1902. 

Table Number Four is a classified statement of the expend- 
itures for maintenance during the two years ending September 30th, 
1902, and includes all institutions. 

Table Number Five shows the appropriations recommended 
for maintenance of the institutions to the last Legislature and the 
estimated number of inmates upon which recommendations were 
based ; also actual appropriations made and the average number of 
inmates for the eighteen months of the fiscal period. 

Table Number Six is a statement showing the average daily 
population and average daily cost per capita of each institution, for 
the two years ending September 30th, 1902. 

Table Number Seven is a statement showing the number of 
inmates of each institution at the beginning of the term, number 
at close of the term and the average during the term. 

Table Number Eight is a statement showing the expenses of 
the State Board of Audit and Control for the six months ending 
March 31st, 1901. 

Table Number Nine is a statement showing the appropriations 
for the expenses of the State Board of Control for the eighteen 
months ending September 30th, 1902, also balances on hand Octo- 
ber Ist, 1902.

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APPROPRIATIONS RECOMMENDED. 

Special Appropkiation for State Penitentiary — Although 
there has been a greater increase in the numbers eared for at most 
of the institutions than was estimated when the last report was 
submitted to the Legislature, it will be ^possible to conduct all 
within the appropriations granted at the last session of the Leg's- 
lature, excepting the State Penitentiary. The Legislature of 1901 
was strongly urged to make an appropriation of $140,000 for the 
maintenance of this institution. The appropriation made was 
$120,000. The increase in the number of convicts has been much 
greater during the period covered by this appropriation than was 
estimated by the Board then in charge. By reducing the per capita 
cost for the two years ending September 30th, 1902, to 34.7 cents 
per day, as compared with 44.78 cents per day for the two years 
ending September 30th, 1900, we find that it will be possible to 
maintain the institution to the end of the present appropriation 
term with an additional appropriation of $20,000. We would re- 
spectfully request that this special appropriation be given consider- 
ation by your honorable body at an early date, so that the expenses 
incurred for the maintenance of the institution can be promptly 
met bv the Board. 

For the State Board of Control — ^AVe desire to especially 
call vour attention to tables numbered Eight and Nine. Table 

%■- * ■* 

Number Eight shows the appropriations recommended for the sala- 
ries and expenses of the Board, oftico help and incidental expenses. 
The amounts recommended for the first two items are the same as 
the appropriations made at the last session of the Legislature. On 
the third item, being that for the payment of salaries of oflice help, 
we now call for an appropriation of $2,000 per year, while the 
present appropriation is but $1,000 per year. It has been found 
by the Board to be impossible to keep up the records of the depart- 
ment with onlv one clerk. Since Januarv, 1902, we have had em- 
ployed a secretary, who is a stenographer and typewriter, and a 
bookkeeper: the salary of the latter l)eing prorated to the institu- 
tions under the control of the Board. We would respectfully urge 
that the appropriation recommended by the Board for clerk hire 
for the next two years be granted, so that the salaries of both em- 
ployes in the office can be paid from this fund. 
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We also ask for an appropriation of $500 per year for incidental 
expenses. No appropriation^ for this purpose was made at the last 
session of the Legislature, and we have been compelled to prorate 
the office expenses, which include postage, telephone service, tele- 
grams, etc., to the institutions. The item of postage alone amounts 
to between $250 and $300 per year, so that it will be readily seen 
we have only asked for a reasonable amount to cover these expenses. 

For the Institutions — For the maintenance of the institu- 
tions we ask for increased amounts over two years ago for all ex- 
cepting the State Reform School. This is necessary on account of 
the number of inmates to be cared for. In making our estimates, 
however, it will be noticed that those for the Western Washington 
Hospital for the Insane, the Eastern Washington Hospital for the 
Insane and the State Penitentiary are based on a less per capita coat 
than were the appropriations requested two years ago, while the 
per capita cost for the other three institutions is estimated the 
same as at that time. 

The appropriations requested for improvements are, in the ag- 
gregate, less than the appropriations made for these purposes two 
years ago. 

WESTERN WASHINGTON HOSPITAL FOR THE 

INSANE. 

Repairs and Improvements — The appropriation of $5,000 re- 
quested for repairs and improvements for this institution is re- 
quired for the following purposes : Repainting roofs and exterior 
woodwork of buildings; repainting, varnishing and kalsomining 
wards; repairing floors on wards; repairs to heating system, and 
such other repairs and improvements as may be necessary and are 
not provided for by a special appropriation. 

Furniture and Carpets — We ask for an appropriation of 
$1,000 to be used for the purchase of such additional furniture, 
carpets, mattresses, bedsteads, etc., as may be required during the 
term. 

Kitchen Utensils — For kitchen utensils and repairs to the 
ice plant we request that an appropriation of $500 be made. 

Completing and Repairing Greenhouse — For this purpose 
we recommend an appropriation of $500. The greenhouse now in 
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use was constructed about three years ago and on account of the 
appropriation available not being sufficient to complete the entire 
building the front portion was not erected at that time. The ap- 
propriation now recommended is for the purpose of constructing 
the balance of the building, repairing that portion now in use 
and putting a steam pipe, connected directly from the boiler 
room to the green house, so that it will be possible to have steam 
heat at the green house even though it be not on the other buildings. 

Completion of Standpipe and Connections Thereto — For 
this purpose an appropriation of $6,500 is requested. At the last 
session of the Legislature an appropriation of $6,000 was made for 
the construction of a standpipe. A contract has been awarded for 
a standpipe thirty feet in diameter and thirty feet high, the appro- 
priation being only sufficient for a standpipe of this size. The 
Board desires to extend the standpipe to a height of sixty feet. It 
will also be necessary to install an eight-inch cast-iron pipe from 
the pumping station to the standpipe and connecting with the 
water system of the institution. The sum requested will be suf- 
ficient to complete this work. 

Completion of Fibe Escapes — For the completion of fire es- 
capes we request an appropriation of $2,500. Plans and specifica- 
tions covering this improvement have been prepared. The $4,000 
appropriated by the last Legislature is now being expended. With 
the expenditure of the additional amount requested we feel that a 
great improvement in this direction will have been made. 

Library — ^We request an appropriation of $200 for library. It 
has been customary for some time past to make appropriations of 
about this amount, for each of the institutions in our charge, at 
each session of the Legislature. While the amount appropriated is 
small, we are gradually building up fair libraries at the institutions 
and are also enabled to subscribe to a number of daily newspapers 
and monthly magazines. 

EASTERN WASHINGTON HOSPITAL FOR THE 

INSANE. 

Repairs and Improvements — ^An appropriation of $5,000 is 
requested for repairs and improvements. This sum is required for 
new fencing, repairs to farm buildings and the erection of a small 
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building on the farm located about two miles from the instiioition ; 
this building being for the use of patients while employed on the 
farm. Also for repainting the roofs and exterior woodwork of the 
buildings; repairing^ repainting^ varnishing and kalsomining on 
the wards ; repairing the heating system and such other repairs and 
improvements as may be necessary during the term. 

Furniture and Carpets — We recommend that an appropri- 
ation of $1,000 be made for tliis purpose. This fund is to be used 
for the purchase of additional furniture, carpets, mattresses, bed- 
steads, etc., that may be required. 

Completing and Furnishing Basement of New Wing — For 
thio purpose we ask that an appropriation of $4,000 be made. The 
basement of this wing is entirely above ground, it has full-size win- 
dows and can be made just as ser\'iceable as any of the floors above. 
We desire to arrange the basement for the use of the institution 
help, a number of whom are now occupying rooms in the different 
wards. 

Completing Water Main — For the completion of the water 
main from the Clear Lake pumping station to the reservoir we ask 
for an appropriation of $7,000. The last Legislature made an ap- 
propriation of $7,500 for additional pumps and piping. Approxi- 
mately $7,000 of this amount has been expended in the purchase and 
laying of 6,800 feet of eight-inch cast-iron pipe to replace the six- 
inch kalomine pipe. Leaks are constantly being found in the bal- 
ance of the kalomine pipe now in use. So that there may be no 
danger of the water supply of the institution being cut off at any 
time in the future, we request this appropriation for the purpose 
of completing the pipe line with eight-inch cast-iron pipe. 

Purchase of Farm — We request that an appropriation of 
$3,200 be made, to be used in the purchase of the "Wonch"' farm, 
upon which the Board now holds an option that will expire Novem- 
ber 1st, 1903. This farm contains 159 acres, less the right of way 
of the Seattle, Lake Shore and Eastern Railway, and adjoins the 
106-acre tract of land owned bv the State and located about two 
miles from the institution. The Board strongly favors the pur- 
chase of this farm. 

Library — For library purposes we recommend that an appro- 
priation of $200 be made. 
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STATE PENITENTIARY.

This fund is 
rtMpiiretl at this institution for thr construction of now fences, re- 
painting; the extrrior and interior of the cell wings, the erection of 
a shiu^diter house, rejinintin;: the roofs t>f the workshop buildings, 
repairs to and kalsominin^' thr guards* (juarters, new fire hose and 
lirr department a})paratus and for such other repairs and improve- 
ments as mav become necessarv durin*' the term. 

Kkpaihs to STEA.M Ukatino Systkm — For repairs to the heat- 
in^^ system we request that an appropriation of $2,500 be made. In 
inrreasin;: the (-apacity of tlif institution, new l)uildin^s have been 
added an<l <!eam heatin«r eonneetions for tlic same made to pipes 
aln-ady su|>j»lyin;r heat In uther huihlin»rs. Tlie result has been that 
a iimrdxT <>1' |>ipe> are nnw nnich !«><> small to furnisli steam heat 
Inr tlie huihlin*is. 'I'o ])ut the >ystem in proper shape, tunnels 
nuirlit lo he enlist met ed, steam jMpes of -ullieient capacity to properly 
heat ilic hiiihlin^r*- piaeiMl th«Tcin, >u>j)en<icd on hanjrers, and en- 
ras«d in ashesto> e^^^('^in^^ In makiii«r tlicM^ changes the sy-stem 
niiLdii to Ix' sn arran^^Ml thai the steam heat ran he turm^d on or 
nil' any particular hnildin*: from tiie hnijer mom.

ably cost twice that amount. The buildinp: is required for storing 
hay and fe<Ml, for cow barn and otlier <r<'n(*i'al farm pur]v)ses. 

FNsTAi.iJxr, Elkctric Lu.'hts IN' All Cklls — We rcrjue-t nn 
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appropriation of $750 for installing electric lights in the cells. The 
cells in the wing completed about two years ago are supplied with 
electric lights, showing a marked improvement over the old system 
of lighting the cells by the use of small coal oil lamps. We strongly 
recommend that this appropriation be made. 

Library — We recommend that an appropriation of $200 be 
made for library. • 

The Superintendent of the State Penitentiary recommends that 
an appropriation be made for the erection of a building to be used 
exclusively for the confinement of prisoners under death sentence 
and with a room arranged for the execution of such prisoners. The 
law providing that executions shall take place at the state peniten- 
tiary was passed at the special session of the Legislature held in 
June, 1901. Inasmuch as there are not yet any prisoners confined 
at the institution under death sentence, the Board is of the opin- 
ion that this is a matter upon which action need not be taken at this 
session of the Legislature. It is probable that two years hence it 
will be called to the attention of the Legislature and some recom- 
mendation regarding it made by this Board. 

STATE REFORM SCHOOL. 

Bepairs and Improvements — For repairs and improvem(»nts 
we recommend that an appropriation of $5,000 be made. While 
this institution is smaller than the two hospitals for the insane and 
the penitentiary, on account of the buildings being of wood con- 
struction a liberal fund for repairs and improvements is required. 
This fund will be used for repainting the exterior, repairing, var- 
nishing and kalsomining the interior of the buildings; for new 
foundations under some of the buildings ; for new fencing, and for 
repairs and additions to the hot and cold water and steam heating 
systems. 

Manual Training Departments — We recommend that an 
appropriation of $1,000 be made for the manual training depart- 
ments. This fund is to be used in the purchase of tools, machinery, 
etc. Statements of the work accomplished in these departments 
are given in another portion of this report. To these we respectfully 
call vour attention. 
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Library — We recommend that an appropriation of $200 be 
made for library purposes. 

STATE SOLDIERS' HOME. 

Repairs and Improvements — For this institution we recom- 
mend an appropriation of $3,000 for repairs and improvements. 
This fund is reqniied for repainting the exterior, repainting, var- 
nishing and kalsomining the interior, and for repairs to the foun- 
dations of the buildings ; repairs and extensions to the hot and cold 
water, steam heating and sewerage systems; clearing and putting 
under cultivation more land, and for such other repairs and im- 
provements as are found to be necessary. 

Dining Hall^ Kitchen and Dormitory Building — For the 
erection of a dining hall, kitchen and dormitory building we recom- 
mend that an appropriation of $5,000 be made. The institution is 
now so crowded that it is impossible to accommodate more mem- 
bers than those now at the institution and those from whom appli- 
cations have been received. The Board desires to erect a building 
arranged so that the first lloor can be used for a dining hall and 
kitchen, and the second floor for sleeping apartments. Upon the 
completion of this building it will be possible to use the present 
dining hall as a dormitory. This will give sufficient accommoda- 
tions to make it possible to care for the increase in members dur- 
ing the next two or three years. 

Furniture and Carpets — We recommend that an appropri- 
ation of $2,000 be made for furniture and carpets. This amount 
will be required to furnish new dormitories, and for purchasing 
new mattresses, etc., as may be needed in the old dormitories. 

Kitchen Utensils — For kitchen utensils we ask that an appro- 
priation of $1,000 be made. The kitchen at this institution does 
not now have any steam cooking utensils. With the number of 
members to be cared for, better kitchen equipment ought to be pro- 
vided. 

Library — We recommend that an appropriation of $200 be 
made for library. 
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STATE SCHOOL FOR DEFECTIVE YOUTH. 

• 

Repairs and Improvements — For repairs and improvements at 
this institution we recommend that an appropriation of $3,000 be 
made. This appropriation is required for repairs to the plumbing 
and heating systems, for new fencing, for painting the exterior and 
interior woodwork of the buildings and for such other repairs and 
improvements as may become necessary during the two years be- 
ginning April 1st, 1903. 

Library — We recommend that an appropriation of $200 be 
made for this purpose. 



Under the heading of "General Matters" we present a statement 
of the work of the Board, insofar as it relates to the general man- 
agement of the institutions under our control. 

Under the heading "Report of Board Covering Institutions" is 
given a statement of the condition of each institution in our charge 
the improvements made during the past two year§ and other mat- 
ters relating to the management of the same. 

Under the heading "Employment of Inmates of Institutions" is 
given a statement of the lines of employment followed in the sev- 
eral institutions in charge of the Board. 

Following this is given a statement of the members and em- 
ployes of the State Board of Control and salaries paid, also a state- 
ment of the officers and employes of each of the institutions in 
charge of the Board and salaries paid as per schedule fixed July 
1st, 1902. 

Then follows a recapitulation of the inventories of the institu- 
tions, taken September 30th, 1902. 

GENERAL MATTERS. 

The following table shows the visitations made to the institu- 
tions from April 1st, 1901, to September 30th, 1902, and by whom 
the visits were made. This table is prepared in accordance with 
the provisions of the act creating the State Board of Control and 
covers the eighteen months during wiiich the act has been in efiPoct. 
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On April 1st, 1901, upon this Board assuming office, all of the 
records, office furniture, etc., of the State Board of Audit and Con- 
trol, also inventories of all the real and personal property of the 
institutions under the control of that Board was turned over to us. 
The Trustees of the State School for Defective Youth also fur- 
nished to this Board an inventory of the real and personal property 
of that institution. 

In May, 19(fL, the headquarters of the Board were moved from 
Tacoma to the state capitol. 

Since assuming office we have prepared and are now using the 
dilferent forms of records prescribed by the act creating the Board. 
A new form of monthly report, submitted by the heads of the insti- 
tutions to the Board has been prepared and is now being used. This 
report is much more complete than the one formerly used, and in- 
cludes blank forms for sub-reports covering the operations of the 
several departments of the institutions, signed by the officers in 
charge of the departments, to be attached thereto. The informa- 
tion contained in the reports enables the Board to keep in close 
touch with the internal operations of the institutions and is of great 
service to us. 

Contracts for the supplies required by the institutions are 
awarded twice each year, on or about April 1st and October 1st. 
The lists forwarded to firms desiring to submit proposals cover 
supplies for all institutions. By continuing the system of award- 
ing contracts for supplies for all institutions on the some date we 
receive proposals from a large number of firms dealing in each line 
called for and get the best possible figures on the supplies pur- 
chased. In cases where standard brands are not called for, the 
bidders are required to furnish samples of the goods upon which 
their proposal is submitted. 

Under the present law it is the duty of the Board to fix salaries 
of all officers and employes on or before July 1st of each year for 
the year beginning July 1st, and no change in salary can be made 
excepting at the time above mentioned. This provision of the law 
has worked well. In the six institutions we now hpve over 200 
officers and employes. Formerly applications for increase in salary 
were being constantly received. Xow the applications are received 
and acted upon by the Board in the month of June each year. A 
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person appointed to a position understands that a change cannot be 
made in salary excepting at the time fixed by law, and accepts the 
position subject to this condition. 

On December 19th, 1901, a policy was written with the Hart- 
ford Steam Boiler Inspection & Insurance Company covering all 
steam boilers at the institutions in our charge. The amount of the 
policy is $100,000, and the premium on the same $1,000 for a term 
of three years. The Board felt that every effort ought to be put 
forth to not only get the very best results from the boilers at the 
different institutions, but also to keep them in first-class condition. 
Frequent examinations of the boilers are made by regularly em- 
ployed inspectors of the insurance company. Reports covering 
these examinations are sent by the company direct to this Board. 
In this way we are kept informed of their condition and also know 
whether or not the engineers in charge of the steam plants are giv- 
ing proper attention to the boilers. Any changes or repairs needed 
to the boilers are also reported on by the inspectors. 

It is the policy of the State to not carry fire insurance on its 
buildings or contents of the same. The only fire insurance carried 
on any of the institutions in our charge is a small amount covering 
the buildings and contents at the State Soldiers' Home. This in- 
surance is written on account of the fact that the United States 
pays approximately 60 per cent, of the maintenance expense of the 
institution and for the additional reason that all of the buildings 
arc of wood construction. 

If the policy of not carrying fire insurance is to be continued it 
would be well to consider the advisability of erecting in future only 
buildings of fireproof construction. 

We also strongly favor the enactment of legislation that will 
make it possible to proceed with the erection of buildings to replace 
any that may be destroyed by fire, without the necessity of calling a 
special session of the Legislature or awaiting the meeting of the 
regular session. 

Fire Protectiox at Institittioxs — Xone of the State institu- 
tions in our charge are of fireproof construction. All buildings at 
the State Penitentiary, excepting the hay barn, are built of brick| 
the main buildings at the two Hospitals for the Insane and at the 
School for Defective Youth are also built of brick, while those at 
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the State Reform School and State Soldiers' Home are of wood 
construction. 

The efficiency of the fire departments at the different institu- 
tions is gradually being increased by adding additional hose and fire 
apparatus. Fire companies have been organized and regular drills 
are held. In the monthly reports received by the Board from the 
institutions there is now included a statement from the chief of 
the fire department showing the number of test alarms and drills 
during the month, the condition of the fire apparatus and recom- 
mendations for improving the fire departments. 

By completing the fire escapes at the Western Washington Hos- 
pital for the Insnne, for which an appropriation of $3,500 is re- 
quested in another portion of this report, we feel that the protection 
in this direction will be adequate at this institution. 

In connection with the new wing recently completed at the 
Eastern Washington Hospital for the Insane there has been con- 
structed an excellent fire escape. There is no fire escape connected 
with any of the other buildings, however, that would be of service 
in getting the patients out in case of fire. 

At the State Penitentiary fire escapes are not necessary on any 
of the buildings. 

At the State Reform School there are no fire escapes on any of 
the buildings. A number of fire ladders have been made during 
the past two years, and these are kept at convenient places for use 
only in case of fire. We are of the opinion that a fire escape ought 
to be constructed on the girls' building. 

At the State Soldiers' Home ladders have been placed on all of 
the buildings connecting from the windows of the third story to the 
second-story floors of the porches, also a number of ladders connect- 
ing from the second-story porch floors to the ground. With the 
addition of six fire ladders, about twenty feet long, the protection 
at this institution will be ample. 

At the State School for Defective Youth extensions have been 
made to the fire escaj)o at the department for deaf and blind, con- 
necting from the present fire escape at the third story to the fourth 
story of the building. At the department for feeble-minded chil- 
dren the building is supplied with fire escapes erected some years 
ago. 
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We present this information regarding the fire protection and 
fire escapes at the several institutions in the hope that the matter 
will be given consideration by such special legislative committees as 
may be appointed to investigate and report upon the needs of the 
several institutions. 

REPORT OF BOARD COVERING INSTITUTIONS. 

Western Washington Hospital for the Insane — The main- 
tenance appropriation for this institution for the two-year term 
ending March 31st, 1901, six months of which term is covered in 
this report, was just sufficient for the term — there being no balance 
on hand April 1st, 1901. 

The special fund of $500 appropriated by the Legislature of 
1899 for remodeling bathing apparatus, and remaining on hand 
October 1st, 1900, was expended in installing shower baths on a 
number of the wards that prior to that time were supplied with 
only one bath tub. 

The only other balance remaining on hand in a special fund 
on October 1st, 1900, was $130.50 in the fund for laundry, carpenter 
shop and ice machinery. This amount was expended in the pur- 
chase of a band saw and for lumber required in rearranging the 
carpenter shop. 

An appropriation of $200,000 was made by the last Legislature 
for the maintenance of this institution. Of this amount $152,- 
696.99 have been expended during the eighteen months ending Sep- 
tember 30th, 1902, leaving a balance of $47,303.01 on hand to 
cover ihe expenses for the six months ending March 31st, 1903. 
Inasmucli as most of the fuel required during the six months' term 
is now on hand and paid for, we are of the opinion that it will be 
possible to niwt all of the expenses with the balance on hand. 

In making tlio appropriations for the maintenance of the two 
hosi)itals for the insane, a provision was made by the last Legisla- 
ture that not more than 40 per cent, of the maintenance fund 
should be used for salaries. We have endeavored to keep the salary 
roll down to the lowest ])ossible point consistent with good manage- 
ment, yet find that it will l)e impossible to comply with the pro- 
vision made. For the eighteen months ending September 30th, 
1902, there Ims Ix^en expended from the maintenance fund of this 
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institution $88,670.23 for supplies and $64,026.76 for salaries; this 
being 58.1 per cent, for supplies and 41.9 per cent, for salaries. 

Inasmuch as we have on hand and paid for large quantities of 
supplies that will be used during the six months beginning Octobei 
1st, 1902, the amount paid out for supplies during the six months 
beginning October 1st will be less than during either of the pre- 
ceding six months' terms, while the salary roll will remain about 
the same or be slightly increased should it become necessary to open 
one or more of the new wards. We estimate that the expenditures 
for supplies during the six months will be $25,403.01 and for sala- 
ries $21,900. This will make the total expenditures for supplies 
during the two-year term $114,073.24 and for salaries $85,926.76; 
being 57.1 per cent, for supplies and 42.9 per cent, for salaries. Wc 
feel that it is against the best interests of the institution to place a 
restriction of this kind upon the expenditures from the maintenance 
fund and would respectfully request that no such provision be in- 
serted hereafter. It will be the endeavor of the Board to keep down 
the maintenance expenditures, not only for salaries, but also for 
supplies, to the lowest possible point at all times, regardless of anji 
provision of this kind that may or may not be inserted. 

The appropriation of $40,000 made by the last Ijegislature for 
the construction of a new wing at this institution has been ex- 
pended. On April 16th, 1901, a contract was entered into with 
Messrs. Proctor & Farrell, architects, of Tacoma, for the prepara- 
tion of plans and specifications for the building. Bids were called 
for and on June 13th contracts were awarded to Hastio & Dougan 
for the construction of the building, to Wm. Gardner & Company 
for the steam heating, and to the W. B. Coffee Plumbing Company 
for the plumbing. Mr. A. Ford was appointed as superintendent 
of construction and remained in the position until the completion 
of the building. The building was completed on January 1st, 1902. 
Furniture has been purchased for the wards; it is the intention of 
the Board, however, to keep from occupying the building just a^ 
long as the patients can bo cared for on the otlier wards, as the 
opening of each new ward means an increase in the salarv roll of 
about $100 per month. During the period when smallpox was 
prevalent at the institution, one of the wards of this building was 
used as an isolation hospital. It has since been thoroughlv cleaned

and fumigated. The grounds around the building have been graded 
and put into lawn. 

With the appropriation of $5,000 for dynamo and engine the 
Board purchased, under contract, from John Martin & Company 
of Seattle, a 75 kilowat generator and Ideal engine of the direct 
connected type. This machinery has been in operation for some time 
and works very satisfactorily. The 45 kilowat dynamo formerly 
used is kept at the institution as a reserve for use in case of acci- 
dent to the new machinery. 

In July of this year the Board entered into a contract with 
Chas. S. Bihler, consulting engineer, of Tacoma, for the prepara- 
tion of plans and specifications for a standpipe, an appropriation of 
$6,000 having been made by the last Legislature for this purpose. 
While feeling that on account of the great increase in the price of 
all iron work, it would be impossible to erect with the appropriation 
available, a standpipe of the size desired, it was decided to have 
plans prepared for a standpipe that would meet all of the require- 
ments of the institution for some years to come, and to call for bids 
upon the same so that we coUld award a contract for whatever 
height standpipe that could be built within the appropriation. The 
plan for the foundation was first prepared and the contract awarded 
to Balfour, Guthrie & Company for 250 barrels of cement for the 
same. All of the work for the construction of the foundation was 
performed by patients under the direction of Mr. S. C. Woodruff, 
the steward and accountant of the institution. Two hundred and 
eighteen barrels of cement have already been used and the balance 
for which a contract was awarded, thirty-two barrels, will be required 
when the standpipe has been erected and the connections made 
thereto. Bids for an iron standpi])e were called for and that sub- 
mitted by the American Bridge Company found to be the lowest. 
Their figures were as follows : 

For a standpipe 30 ft. In diameter and 30 ft high $4,828.00 

5,380.00

6,554.00 

6.911.00 

A contract was entered into by the Board with this company 
for a standpipe 30 feet high and a provision made in the same 
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that they should finish the entire 60 feet at the price bid should 
an appropriation be made by the legislature to complete the same. 
In another part of this report we request an appropriation for 
this purpose, to cover the expense of pipe connections from the 
pumping station to the standpipe and connections to the present 
water system. With the appropriation requested we also desire 
to install about four additional fire hydrants for the protection 
of the buildings constructed within the past four years, no hy- 
drants having been placed during that period. 

The standpipe is being placed on the hill back of the hospital 
buildings and when completed to a height of sixty feet will give 
pressure of about 60 pounds at the buildings. Its capacity will 
be 318,000 gallons. 

An appropriation of $4,000 was made at the last session of thq 
legislature for fire escapes. In July of this year Proctor & Farrell, 
architects, were employed to prepare plans and specifications for 
fire escapes along lines decided upon by the Board and the super- 
intendent of the institution. Dr. C. M. Parks. The plan adopted 
was as follows : 

First: For a combined airing court and iron fire escape stair- 
way located between and connecting male wards numbers 1, 2 and 3, 
and 4, 5 and 6. This to accommodate the patients on these wards, 
the open court in connection with the iron stairway allowing for the 
proper handling of the patients in case of fire without overcrowding 
the stairway. This arrangement allowing for the patients from the 
six wards to be taken from the building to the open courts and hav- 
ing doors leading from the difiFerent floors to the stairway so that In 
case of fire the patients on the upper fioor could be allowed to go 
down the stairway before the doors leading from the other floors 
should be opened. 

Second: The erection of an iron stairway connecting to the air- 
ing courts between female wards A, B and C, and D, E and F. This 
would give practically the same arrangement as that outlined for the 
male wards without arranging for another airing court, the one now 
there being well adapted to the purpose. 

Third: Taking out the wooden platforms between male wards 4, 
5 and 6, and 7, 8 and 9 and replacing the same with floors of fire 
proof construction, constructing an iron stairway connecting each 
floor and produced to the ground. The stairway to be arranged with 
doors so that it would only be used in case of flre. 

Upon completion of the plans bids were called for on the im- 
provements as above outlined and when opened it was found that 
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the fund was «nily siiflicifnt to construct the combined airing conrt 
and stairway. The contract for this improvement was awarded 
to Mr. H. A. (Vothers, his iigure being $3,850.00. In another 
portion of this rejmrt we request that an appropriation of $2,500 
l>c made to be used in completing the fire escapes as outlined. 

An appropriation of $"^,000 was made for the erection of a 
l)akery building and bake oven. This fund has bH'n o.\(K>n<]o<l in 
the cons! ruction of a new building and an oven therein. 

Tiie appropriation of $3,(M)0 for General Repairs and Improve- 
ments has l)ecn expended in making repairs to and repainting, 
varnishing and kalsomining tiie wards and repaintin^^ the roofs 
of a number of buildings. Several hundred dollars have been ex- 
pended from the fund for repairs to the l)oilers and heating 
system; $500 were expended in the purchase of asbestos covering 
for the hot water tanks and steam pipes in the boiler and engine 
rooms, the steam pipe running from the boiler room to the pump- 
ing station, and for the steam pipe under ward 10; $559 of the 
fund were expended in the* ]>urchase of lunilwr, most of which was 
used in the construction of new pig pens, the balance being for 
repairs to the different buildings. The new pig pens are located 
on a tract of land south of the hospital and adjoining a small 
lake: this is an exceptionally good ])lace for the piggery. 

Of the ap])ropriation made for Library, $171.50 have been 
expended for the purchase of books and in the payment of sub- 
scriptions to the (lifTrrent dnilv nt'W>pa])ers and monthly maga- 
zines. 

The grouncN around the in<titniion arc being constantly im- 
[)roved aiid arc as well kepi as any in the stat(\ For a statement 
of the j)roclucts of tlie farm duriiig the term we refer you to the 
rejiort of the Steward and Aeeountani of the institution which is 
l)rint(vl herewith. Witli (he character of land upon which this 
institution is located, we co]i<idcr the siiowin^r verv creditable. 

Siiperinteiidciit Parks nMoniniends that an ap])ropriation of 
$t^:>.000 bo mad(.» for \hv jiurcliase of a farm and $15,000 for the 
construction of necessary buildings and improvements thereon. 
While the Board has not called for this a])propriation in the rec- 
onunendations made, wo desire to state, in our opinion, the pur- 
chase of a good farm to be ojierated in connection with the insti- 
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tution, where one or two hundred patients could be kept at work, 
would not only be a good investment for the state but would also 
be a benefit to the patients. This is a matter that has been con- 
sidered for some years. The special committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the needs of this institution at the last session of the 
legislature strongly recommended the purchase of the Shannon 
Farm^ which is located on the Nesqually flats about nine miles 
from the institution, in the following language : 

'Whereas it costs |6,000 for butter, |9,000 for beef, |3,000 for feed, 
$2,000 for hay and a large amount for vegetables for the institution 
and roots for the stock per annum; 

We, therefore, recommend the purchase of the Shannon Farm, 
which can be run in connection with the institution with profit to 
the State and great benefit to the patients." 

This report was signed by the entire committee: J. P. M. 
Chalmers, M. D., Chairman; Fred W. Comstock and J. H. Cor- 
liss, M. D. 

While not making any recommendation covering this matter, 
we desire to present the same for your consideration. 

We also desire to call your attention to the report of the Su- 
perintendent covering the movement of population, also of the 
medical work accomplished at the institution during the past two 
years. Also to the report of the Steward and Accountant covering 
the financial condition of the institution and the work accom- 
plished in the several industrial departments. Both of these re- 
ports are attached hereto. 

On April Ist, of the present year, C. M. Parks, M. D., of Ta- 
coma, succeeded P. L. Goddard, M. D., as Superintendent of the 
institution. On August 11th, 1902, A. H. McLeish, M. D., suc- 
ceeded J. M. Crump, M. D., as Assistant Physician. On May 1st, 
1902, Mr. S. C. Woodruff, of Seattle, succeeded Mr. Wm. M. See- 
man as Steward and Accountant. On July 26th, 1902, A. C. Stew- 
art, M. D., was employed as Interne at a salary of $300.00 per 
year. 

Eastern Washington Hospital for the Insane — ^The bal- 
ance on hand in the maintenance fund of this institution on Oc- 
tober 1st, 1900, was $20,741.39, all of which was expended during 
the six months ending March 31st, 1901. 

The Infirmary for which a special appropriation of $4,000 was

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made by the legislature of 1899, was completed about March 1st, 
1901. 

The small balance on hand in the fund for furniture and ear- 
pets was expended for furniture for use in the wards and the bal- 
ance in the Library Fund in renewing subscriptions to the monthly 
magazines. 

An appropriation of $115,000 was made at the last session of 
the legislature for the maintenance of this institution during the 
two year term ending March 31st, 1903. Of this amount $51,- 
964.05 have been suspended for supplies and $38,029.13 for sal- 
aries during the 18 months ending September 30th, 1902. While 
the balance remaining on hand on October 1st, 1902, for the ex- 
penses during the six months beginning on that date is only $24,- 
998.77, we are of the opinion that it will be sufficient for the 
needs of the institution during the six months as there was on 
hand and paid for on that date, fuel valued at $5,596.50 and 
other supplies the value of which was $3,677.36. 

The same provision was attached to the maintenance ap- 
propriation of this institution as to that of the Western Washing- 
ton Hospital in relation to the expenditures for salaries not exceed- 
ing 40 per cent, of the total expenses paid from this fund. On 
account of a smaller number of patients being cared for here than 
at the Western Washington Hospital for the Insane we find that 
it is impossible to keep the percentage for salaries as low as at that 
institution. During the eighteen months ending September 30th, 
1902, 56.7 per cent, has been expended for supplies and 43.3 per 
cent, for salaries. We estimate that during the two year term 
the expenditures for supplies will amoimt to $64,220.87 and for 
salaries $60,779.13; making 55.9 per cent, for supplies and 44.1 
per cent, for salaries. As the institution increases in size the 
proportionate expenditures for salaries as compared with other 
expenditures from the maintenance fund will decrease. We desire 
to make the same recommendation regarding the limit on salaries 
as is made covering the Western Washington Hospital for the 
Insane. 

For the construction and equipment of a new wing $45,000 
were appropriated by the last session of the legislature. On May 
2nd, 1901, a contract was entered into with Messrs. Preusse & 
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Zittel, architects, of Spokane, for the preparation of plans and 
specifications for the building. On account of the contour 
of the ground it was necessary to provide for a very high 
basement to be built before reaching the first floor level of the 
building to which the new wing is connected. Windows of the 
same size as those used in the upper floors were placed in the 
basement, and the hot and cold water, steam and sewer pipe con- 
nections were so arranged that at any time the basement can be 
fitted up as a ward for patients or with rooms for the institution 
help. The floor of the basement rooms will be from four to five 
feet from the ground level. Bids were called for and on July Ist, 
1901, contracts were awarded to Peter Hughes, of Spokane, for 
the construction of the building; to the Grifl&th Steam Heating 
& Plumbing Supply Company, of Spokane, for the steam heating, 
and to R. C. McCaffey, of Spokane, for the plumbing. Mr. John 
Scott was appointed Superintendent of Construction on the build- 
ing and remained in the position until it was practically complet- 
ed. The contract called for its completion February 1st, 1902, 
but on account of delays in the work it was not entirely completed 
and turned over to the Board until September. In February 
last, after having had very heavy rains, a number of cracks ap- 
peared in the building, caused by the settling of the foundation. 
The trouble was probably brought about largely on account of 
the water from the roofs of the building and from the hillside 
immediately in the rear of the building, running in and remaining 
around the foundations. Every effort was promptly put forth 
to remedy the difficulty. All of the down spouts were connected 
with the sewer, drains were arranged so as to convey all surface 
water away from the building and earth banked up against the 
outside of the foundation walls. The heavy rains during the past 
two months have not in any way effected the building and we do 
not anticipate any further trouble. One way in which this trouble 
could probably have been avoided would have been to dig the 
trenches for the building down to the solid rock and put in a con- 
crete foundation. At some points the present foundation rests 
on the rock, while in other places it would probably have been 
necessary to go from eight to ten feet. The appropriation available 
was not sufficient to cover the additional expense that would have 
been incurred had this plan been adopted. 
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In our opinion this building is better arranged than any of 
the other wings at either this or the Western Washington Hospi- 
tal. There are two large day rooms on each ward, stamped steel 
ceilings were used for the corridors, and the plumbing is first- 
class in every respect. There is also a large open airing court 
connected with each ward. At the rear of the building, between 
brick walls, with one ()j)ening on each floor and this protected 
with iron doors, is located a fire (»scape. The stairway is con- 
structed of iron and leads down to a door at the ground level. 
The style of construction of the fiTV. escape is, in our opinion the 
very Ix'st that can 1m* made for an institution of this kind. 

Of the lurniture, only the iron l)edsteads have been purchased. 
As it will not l)e necessary to occupy any of the wards until after 
April 1st, next, the l)alance of the furniture required will prob- 
ably not 1k' purchased until February or March. In another por- 
tion of this report w(» recommend that an appropriation of $4,- 
000 be made for completing and furnishing the basement of this 
wing so that it can be used for quarters for the institution help. 

For additional pumps and piping an appropriation of $7,500 
was made. Over $7,000 of this amount have been expended in the 
purchasing and laying of (5,800 feet of eight inch cast iron pij>e to 
tak(,' the j)laee of the six inch kalomine pipe and in extending the 
intake ])ipe at ('iear Lake about 550 feet. The total length of the 
])ipe line between the pumping station and the reservoir is 13,- 
(loo feet ; (;,S00 i'voi of the new eight inch east iron pi|>e have been 
laid, leaving (I.SOO fiu't of six inch kalomine pipe still in service. 
In anotluT ])orti(m of this rejiort we recommend that an appro- 
priation of $7,000 1)(. made f<»r the comjiletion of the eight inch 
main. 

All of the lni)or necessary in constructing the new pipe line 
was ])erformed by th(^ regular institution help assisted by patients. 
A |)art of ihe ap|)ropriation of $1,500 for storm sashes has 
lucii use<l bv the Hoard in tilling in with ctMuent mortar the open 
-pjK t' between the window frames and brick work of all of the win- 
dows of the institution, it having been found that the inability 
to propiTly b(\it the wards during c(»l(l weather was caused largely 
by the wind blowing tlirougli thes(^ spaces. Arrangements are 
now being made Un' the purchase of storm sashes for all of the 
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most exposed windows, with the balance of the appropriation yet 
on hand. This improvement will, without doubt, make it possi- 
ble to heat the wards to a proper temperature during the coldest 
weather. 

Of the special appropriation of $5,000 for sewerage system 
there remained in the fund on September 30th, $3,341.08. The 
expenditures from the fund to this date were for the purchase of 
about 3,000 feet of sewer pipe and cement used in laying the same. 
It is expected that a large part of the balance on hand will be 
expended during the six months beginning October 1st in the 
purchase of materials for further extensions to the system. 

The special appropriation of $600 was expended by the Board 
in the purchase of a strip of land 400 feet wide on the lake front, 
in accordance with the direction of the legislature. 

The appropriation of $2,500 for additional boiler and in- 
stalling same has been expended in the purchase of a 125 horso 
power Stirling boiler. The boiler has been in operation for some 
months and works satisfactorily. 

On account of the size and height of the smoke stack not 
giving sufficient draft to the boilers it became necessary to erect 
an iron stack 90 feet in height and 37 inches in diameter, placed 
on a brick base 20 feet high, making the smokestack 110 feet 
high from the ground level. To this new stack the two high pres- 
sure boilers and the Stirling boiler are connected, the old stack 
being still used for the two low pressure boilers. The cost of the 
new stack was paid for from the Maintenance Fund, the appro- 
priation for general repairs and improvements having been ex- 
hausted for other purposes. 

An appropriation of $2,500 was made for general repairs and 
improvements at this institution. Of this amount $1,066.40 were 
expended in repairs to the two high pressure boilers. These boil- 
ers were installed in Februarv, 1897. Last vear one of the boil- 
ers commenced leaking badly in the scams. A boilermaker was 
employed to make the necessary repairs and in removing the 
rivets it was found that the workmanship was very poor. Eealiz- 
ing the importance of having this department of the institution 
in the best possible shape, directions wiere given to overhaul and 
put in shape not only the boiler upon which repairs were being 
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made but also the other high pressure boiler. Both of the boilers 
having been purchased from the same firm it was presumed that 
their condition would be the same. Upon investigation, this was 
found to be the case. About two inclies wer(» cut off the ends of each 
of the boilers, new rivet holes drilled and the heads replaced, all of 
the work being done by hand. The work performed was inspected 
and approved by Mr. A. S. Carey, Inspector for the Hartford 
Steam Boiler Inspection & Insurance Company, in which company 
the boilers are insured. The boilers are now in much better condi- 
tion than when first installed. 

The balance of the repair and improvement fund was expend- 
ed in the purchase of paints, oils, varnishes, etc., used in repaint- 
ing and revarnishing the interior of the buihlings; in the purchase 
of lumber and other materials used in the construction of an addi- 
tion to the boiler room for use as a small workshop and fuel room, 
and for materials used in making repairs to the heating and plumb- 
ing systems of the institution. There not being a sufficient balance 
in this fund for the entire completion of the workshop and fuel 
room, the cost of the tin roof and sky light for the same, amounting 
to $2-16.75, was paid from the Contingent Fund. 

Of the appropriation of $1,500 for furniture, $335.50 were 
expended for a new kitchen range : $700 for carpets for one of the 
wards, also for the attendants' rooms, the reception rooms and 
offices. The balance was expended for furniture, curtains, etc., for 
wards, and officers' and attendants' quarters. 

Of the appropriation of $200 for library, $118.85 have been 
ex})ended in the purchase of books, magazines, and daily papers. 

Other improvements made at this institution during the two 
year term just ended and not mentioned under the headings of 
ex}»enditures from the difTereiit funds, are: The repairs to the 
low pres^iuie hoilirs wliieii, under the provisions of the insurance 
policy eoveriu^r the same, were ]>aid for by the Hartford Steam 
Boiler liis])eetion c^' Insuranee Company. Including these re- 
})air-, all of the boilers at the institution have been thoroughly 
o\erhauU»d (luriii«r the past two years and are undoubtedly now in 
lirst-elas- condition. 

The foundation posts of the roof ovi-r the reservoir having de- 
cayed and become unsafe, it was derided to take off the roof en- 
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tirely and construct a fence ten feet high around the reservoir. 
The posts were cut on the institution grounds and the lumber 
from the roof used for the fence. We are of the opinion that the 
fence will be more satisfactory than was the roof. 

A large amount of grading has been done around the buildings 
and a new roadway in front of the carriage barn completed. Ar- 
rangements are about completed by which the state will secure, 
free of cost, the right of way for a new roadway leading from the 
foot of the hill to the hospital, the grade of which will be much 
easier than that now in use. It is the intention to use patient 
labor in constructing this roadway. 

For a statement of the medical work accomplished at the 
institution during the term we respectfully call your attention to 
the report of the Superintendent, W. J. Howells, M. D., and for 
a statement of the finances of the institution and of the work 
accomplished in the industrial departments to the report of the 
Steward and Accountant, Mr. Charles McDouall, both of which 
are attached hereto. 

On June Ist of the present year W. J. Howells, M. D., of Spo- 
kane, succeeded J. D. MacLean, M. D., after having acted in the 
capacity of Assistant Physician during the three months preced- 
ing that date. Upon the promotion of Dr. Howells to the Super- 
intendency, G. W. Farmer, M. D., of Hillyard, became Assistant 
Physician. On April 1st Mr. Charles McDouall succeeded W. A. 
Cox as Steward and Accountant. 

State Penitentiary — There remained on hand October 1st, 

1900, $1G,867.90 of the maintenance fund appropriated by the 
Legislature of 1899. On account of the increase in the number 
of convicts being much greater during the term than was estimated 
when the appropriation was requested, it was necessary to ask 
the last Legislature to make an additional appropriation of $12,500 
to cover the expenses of the two-year term ending March 31st, 

1901. This special appropriation was made and was sufficient to 
meet all expenses. 

On October 1st, 1900, there remained in the Library Fund 
$89.50; this was expended in the purchase of additional books 
for the library. 

An appropriation of $120,000 was made for the maintenance of 
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the institution during the two years beginning April 1st, 1901. 
Of this amount $101,069.28 have been expended during the eighteen 
months ending September 30th, 1902, leaving a balance on hand 
of $18,930.72. We shall require for the maintenance expenses of 
the institution during the six months beginning October Ist, 1902, 
in addition to this balance, a special appropriation of $20,000. 
Under the heading "Appropriations Recommended" in another 
portion of this report this matter is covered fully; to this we re- 
spectfully direct your attention. 

We are pleased to report that there has been a marked re» 
duction in the per capita cost of conducting this institution during 
the past two years, when compared with previous terms. During the 
two years ending September 30th, 1900, the per capita cost per day 
for the maintenance of the institution was 44.78 cents; for the 
two years ending September 30th, 1902, the per capita cost per day 
has been 34.7 cents. This has been made possible largely through 
the increase in the number of prisoners at the institution. On 
October 1st, 1900, there were in the prison, 406 convicts, while on 
September 30, 1902, there were 581. The increa.se in the number 
of prisoners to be cared for does not make a proportionate increase 
in the expenses ; for instance : the pay roll for the month of Septem- 
ber, 1900, was $1,735.55 while that for the month of September, 
1902, was $1,797.75, an increase of only $62.20, while the number 
cared for increased 175. Feeling that it will be possible to still 
further reduce the per capita cost sliould the incn^ase in the num- 
ber of convicts continue, in making our estimate for the mainte- 
nance fund for the two years l)eginning April 1st, 1903, we have 
based the same on a cost of .32| cents per day per capita. 

An apj)ropriation of $(5,000 was made at the last session of the 
Legislature for dynamo and engine. From this appropriation we 
have purchased a 75 kilowat generator and an Ideal engine. These 
machines are direct connected and are of the most approved pat- 
tern. The generator was manufactured by the General Electric 
Company. Twenty incandescent arc lamps were also purchased 
and all of the lights of the institution are now operated from the 
one generator. About $1,750 of the appropriation were expended 
for other electrical supplies, new wire, etc., and in the payment of 
the salary of an expert electrician who was engaged about three 
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months in rebuilding all of the lines and re-arranging the light 
circuits. The 30 kilowat incandescent dynamo formerly used 
has been repaired and is kept as a reserve. With the addition of 
lights in all the cells, for which a special appropriation is requested, 
the lighting system of the institution will be as near perfect as it 
is possible to make it. 

Of the appropriation of $5,000 for general repairs and improve- 
ments, about $2,000 have been expended in the purchase of and in- 
stalling a 100 horse power Stirling boiler. For some months this 
boiler did not give satisfactory results. A number of changes have 
been made in the brickwork, and it is now giving much better 
service. Payment for the boiler was withheld by the Board for about 
nine months while tests and changes were being made. 

Approximately $200 were expended from this fund for hose 
and other fire department apparatus ; $700 in the purchase .of 
materials for repairs to the hot and cold water and heating systems ; 
$200 in repairs to boilers ; $400 for lumber used in general repairs 
and improvements ; $500 for lime, cement, sand and gravel ; $200 
for hardware and $300 for paints and oils. In addition to $1,316.- 
83, held back on the Stirling boiler, which amount has since been 
paid, there remained in the fund on October 1st, $339.02. 

An appropriation of $250 was made for library. On October 
Ist, $212.84 of this fund had been expended for books. The balance 
on hand will be expended for the same purpose before April 1st, 
next. 

Other improvements made and not heretofore covered were: 
Improvements made to the boiler room of the steam heating plant 
by increasing the height eight feet and constructing an entirely 
new roof thereon. This work is being done in first-class manner at 
a cost of about $600, and is to be paid for from the Contingent Fund 
of the institution. 

Asbestos covering has been purchased to be used in encasing 
the steam pipe connecting the boilers and engine at the main steam 
heating plant. The brick smokestack has been increased fifteen 
feet in height. The sixty horse power boiler, placed out of service 
when the new 100 horse power boiler was installed, has been repaired 
and put into service at the jute mill and is used in supplying steam 
to the pump furnishing water to the institution and also in the 
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o|K*ration of tli*^ small macliine shop when the jute mill is closed 
down. 

Al>out 1,500 foot of fi«:ht and twelve inch sewer pipe have been 
juirohast'd and used in extending the main sewer of the instihitioB 
so that the scwa^'c is now used in irrigating several acres of land. 
All of tho interior woodwork and plastering of the hospital has 
hern thoroughly cleaned and ])ainted, making it one of the most 
sanitary hospitals in the state. 

The cell wing erected hy the I'nited States Government and in 
ff)iirsr of construction wht-n the last biennial report was published, 
has Ix'cn completed and is now in use. In connection with the 
cell win;: a brick wall "io f(vt high was built, connecting the new 
wing and dining hall, thus making an oi)en court that is of service 
in ex«*nising tin* prisoners when not employed and obviates the ne- 
c«'ssity of plaeng extra guards on the stockade wall during such 
times. 

REVOLVING FUND. 

Jrn: AFill — Tho increase in the numl)er of prisoners at the 
Stale Penitentiary has made it ]>ossible to operate this department 
to its full capacity during the ]»ast two years, thus materially in- 
crca-inir the output. During the two years ',*,492,500 ^rain bags 
have liccn manufactured. The output for the preceding two j^ears 
wa< 'J.nT \A\'!. The amount of other jute fabrics has also increased 
in ai)out the >i\u\o proj>oriion. Complete tables showing the product 
manufaclurcd and sold are included in the report of the Clerk 
an<l Accouiiiaut nt' tin- institution, which will be found in another 
portion of tliis report. 

l>uring the >cnson of IDol grain hags were sold at $59.00 per 
thousand and during the season of 1002 at $03.50 per thousand. 
Tlie price nt wliicli grain ])a.Lrs and otiier jute fabrics will be sold 
during the year l!n>'5 will Vh? fixed hy the Board on or about Jan- 
nary Nr, 1!H);;.

The actual receipts above expenditures during the two years are 
shown to be $15,963.48. Figuring a depreciation of 2i per cent, 
per year from this leaves the actual profit of the department 
$8,520.92 for the two years. 

During the two years beginning April 1st, 1903, it is probable 
that extensive repairs and improvements will have to be made in 
this department. The largest item of expense will be the cost of 
installing new boilers. Steam is now supplied from two Hazelton 
boilers of 125 horse power each. The boilers have been in use 
ioT about ten years and during the past five years they have not 
given satisfactory results. At the present time about $750 are 
being expended on repairs necessary to put them in condition for 
the coming season. If new boilers are not installed next year an ex- 
penditure of not less than $2,000 will have to be incurred in re- 
building the brickwork, putting in new tnbes and for other repairs. 
On account of having only two boilers of just sufficient capacity 
to operate the jute mill there is no opportunity when the mill is 
running to give the boilers a thorough cleaningwithout closing down 
the entire plant for three or four days. Should new boilers be pur- 
chased we would strongly favor installing three of ample size so 
that two would be sufficient to operate the department, thus making 
it possible to have one boiler out of service upon which necessary 
repairs could be made. In thij^ way the boilers can be kept in good 
condition. 

We also desire to erect a small machine shop and blacksmith 
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•hop in oonnection with the jute milL The wmrfiine shop k mm 
iodUted in the jute mill and the Weftamith dbop near liiB Mv 
room. These departmentt ought to be in the eaiiio btaiUi^g. Shorii 
additional madiinery be inatallled in the jute mill, the i^eee wt 
occupied by the machine shop will be required for loome* It wm 
decided by the Board about a year ago to make flds i»ninmiirt 
but on account of the probability of the BemdTing Fund not benf 
sufficient to meet the expenses during the two jFeus, we hacfe wk 
proceeded with the improvement. 

So as to furnish employment to a greater number of p risoma 
in this department, we favor the purchase of additioiial madiimqL 
The output of the jute mill for the past two years has been, mppnt 
imatdy, 1,2509000 grain bags per year, in additioii to the other jtk 
fabrics. In our opinion it will be possible to incieeae the oa^ 
to 1,750,000 grain bags per year in addition to the other jnte bb- 
ricBy and dispose of the output without difficulty. . 

Brickyard— In 1901 the brickyard at the State Penitentiaif 
was again put in operation. In 1899 this department waa dosai 
down for the reason that there was not then a anflBeieiit nmehr 
of convicts in the institution to operate it and yet leave the mnBhi 

necessary to operate the juto mill. 

On October Ist, 1900, there were on hand 49,000 bticka. D■^ 
ing the two ycarH ending September 30th, 1902, 3,840,666 ham 
been manufactured; 2,015,721 have been sold and 87,899 need lif 
the slate during the term, leaving 1,286,446 on hand October U| 
1902. The receipts^ from the sale of brick during the term hafS 
been $i:M()3.9:), while the total expense, including the value of thi 
manufaetured ]>r()duet on hand at the beginning of the term WM 
$11.i:n.1(i. The vahie of the manufactured product remaining oa 
hand Oetober 1st, 1902, is $8,301.90. Figuring the bricka nsel 
by tlie stiite during the term at the market price, a profit of $10,- 
902. 7() is shown for ihu department during. the term. 

We estimate tliat In* the time the first kiln of brick ia mana- 
faetured next sprinpf and ready for the market, all of the stock now 
on hand will have l^cen sold. 

During the two years ending September 30th, 1902, there have 
been (»x|)ended from this fund $9,548.80 from the Appropriation 
of 1899, and $148,598.12 from the appropriation of 1901; makiQg 
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the total expenditures during the term $158,146.98. On October 
Ist, 1902, the balance remaining in the appropriation of $150,000 
made by the Legislature of 1901 was $1,401.88. 

During the two years $173,638.64 have been turned over to the 
State Treasury, or $15,491.66 more than have been expended, 
while the manufactured product and raw material on hand and paid 
for October 1st, 1902, is $11,347.58 greater in value than the man- 
ufactured product and raw material on hand October 1st, 1900. 

From the last appropriation made the cost of the jute used 
during 1901, also during 1902, was paid. The total cost of the jute 
used during the two years, including freight charges from the sea- 
board to Walla Walla, was $92,466.55. 

On August 23rd, 1902, a contract was awarded by the Board to 
Balfour, Guthrie & Company for 3,300 bales of jute required during 
the season of 1903, the price being $14.24 per bale, delivered free 
on board cars at Seattle, Tacoma or Portland. Under the con- 
tract 1500 bales are for September shipment, which shipment means 
delivery some time during the month of November; the balance 
of the jute is to be delivered not later than March loth, 1903. 
The total cost of the 3,300 bales of jute is $46,992.00, while the 
freight charges from the seaboard to Walla Walla will be $6,072.00, 
making a total cost of $53,064. In entering into this contract with 
Balfour, Guthrie & Company a provision was made stating that 
the payment for the jute could not be made by the Board until after 
the meeting of the Legislature on account of its being necessary for 
the Legislature to make an appropriation for the same from the 
Revolving Fund. 

On October 1st, 1902, there remained on hand in the Revolving 
Fund $1,401.88. From this amount the pay rolls of the jute mill 
and brick yard will be paid for the months of October and Novem- 
ber. The vouchers for supplies furnished after October 1st, also 
the pay rolls for December and subsequent months will have to be 
held until an appropriation is made. 

As heretofore stated, the cost of the jute contracted for includ- 
ing freight on the same will be $53,064.00. We estimate that the 
pay rolls for December, January, February and March will amount 
to $2,680.00, and that the cost of all other supplies during the six 
months ending March 31st, 1903, will be, approximately, $9,256.00. 
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We would therefore respectfully request that an appropriation of 
$65,000.00 be made from the Eevolving Fund to cover the jntq 
mill and brick yard expenses to March 31st, 1903. We would 
further recommend that an appropriation of $150,000 be made for 
the Eevolving Fund for the two years beginning April 1st, 1903. 

State Reform School — On October 1st, 1900, there remained 
on hand of the maintenance appropriation of 1899, $9,156.81. 
This was expended for the maintenance of the institution during 
the six months ending March 31st, 1901. The small balances re- 
maining on hand in the Repair and Improvement and Library 
Funds on October 1st, 1900, were also expended during the six 
months. 

An appropriation of $45,000 was made by the last Legislature 
for the maintenance of this institution. For the 18 months ending 
September 30th, 1902, $31,781.68 have been expended, leaving a 
balance of $13,218.32 on hand October 1st. We are of the opinion 
that all of this amoimt will not be required for the maintenance 
of the institution for the six months ending March 31st, 1903, and 
estimate that about $3,250 will revert to the State Treasury. 

An appropriation of $5,000 was made for general repairs and 
improvements. There remained a balance of $343.23 in the fund 
on October 1st, 1902. Of this fund $928.24 were expended in the 
building of a macadamized road from the institution to the county 
road. The planking had become worn out and in getting estimates 
of the probable cost of replanking we found that it would be at 
least $700.00. It was therefore decided to make a permanent road- 
way. Six inches of broken rock was first laid and upon this from 
16 to 22 inches of gravel placed. Last summer more gravel was 
hauled onto the road. It is now in excellent condition and will 
probably prove to be more economical than the plank roadway. 

Approximately $1,200 were expended in repairs to the steam 
heating and plumbing systems of the institution and for the 
installation of a hot water system; $450.20 were expended 
for a new kitchen range and cooking boilers; $300 were expended 
for lumber used in repairs and for salary of the carpenter; $250 
for sewer pipe and drain tile, and the balance for paints, oils, hard- 
ware and other supplies. The cost of putting a foundation under 
the cottage used for small boys will be paid from the balance re- 
maining on hand October let, 1902. 
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There remains on hand October 1st, 1902, $1,377 of the $2,000 
appropriated for the introduction of manual training departments. 
Of this fund $324.86 have been expended for shoemakers' tools, 
$130,60 for carpenters' tools, $121.50 for new sewing machines for 
the tailoring department and girls' sewing room, $60 for carpenter 
and $71.10 for lumber used in making benches for the carpenter 
shop, $20 for services of Wm. Nelson while testing clay, and $15.80 
for freight on tools, etc. The balance now in the fund is being held 
to pay for a small printing plant. In another portion of this report 
we recommend the appropriation of $1,000 to be used in the pur- 
chase of new tools and machinery for the departments now in oper- 
ation and for the introduction of such other departments as may be 
decided upon by the Board. 

There remained on hand October 1st a balance of $12.91 in the 
library fund; $187.09 having been expended in the purchase of 
books for the institution library. • 

Superintendent Westendorf, in his report to the Board, recom- 
mends that an appropriation be made for a new building for boys. 
While not making any recommendation in this report, the Board 
would be pleased to have this matter investigated by this Legisla- 
ture or by any special committee appointed to visit the institution. 

Superintendent Westendorf recommends that the name of this 
institution be changed from "The State Eeform School" to "The 
State Industrial School." 

The following is quoted from his biennial report and refers to 
the recommendation made : 

The average age of commitment is about fourteen years and while 
many of the young men and women sent to us have passed the age 
of childhood, the school is a CHILD SAVING institution and should 
remain so. A disposition to raise the age limit of commitment be- 
yond sixteen years would prove disastrous and would, in a measure, 
change the nature of the institution. The Supreme Court of the 
State has decided that the institution is in no sense a prison; that 
the children are not sent for punishment but for education and home 
and industrial training; that they are wards of the State which is to 
them loco parentis. 

In this connection I would urge that the name of the institution 
be changed by eliminating the word "Reform" and substituting 
"Industrial" so that in the future it would be known as the STATE 
INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL FOR BOYS AND GIRLS. Since the es- 
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tablishment of * 'Reformatories'* (which are walled prisons for 
older classes) in some of the Eastern States, the change of name has 
become necessary in order that the two institutions be not con- 
founded. Besides being a perfectly fitting and proper name for the 
institution and one in general use by similar schools, it would relieve 
School." 

The Board joins with Superintendent in this recommendation. 

State Soldiers' Home — On October Ist, 1900, all of the main- 
tenance appropriation of $15,000.00 made by the Legislature of 
1899, had been expended. There remained in the United States Fund 
on that date $1,335.90. Kemittanees amounting to $9,634.36 were 
received from the United States Government for the United States 
Fund during tlie six months ending March 31st, 1901. A special 
maintenance appropriation of $4,500 was made by the Ijcgislature 
of 1901, making a total of $15,536.84 available for the expenses of 
the six months ending March 31st, 1901. These funds were ex- 
hausted and the United States Fund overdrawn $66.58 on April 
1st, 1901. 

The appro})riation of $200 for library, made by the Legislature 
of 1899, all of which remained on hand October 1st, 1900, was ex- 
pended during the last six months of the fiscal term, in the purchase 
of books and ma«^azines for the institution librarv. 

The balance of $21.00 in the fund for the construction of a 
sidewalk from the institution to Orting, was expended in making 
repairs to the walk. 

A maintenance appropriation of $25,000 was made by the last 
Legislature for this institution. During the 18 months ending Sep- 
tember 30th, 1902, $27,308.94 were received into the United States 
Fund, in addition to $66.58 necessary to cover overdraft on April 
let, 1901. On Octok^r 1st, 1902, there was a balance of $590.13 
in the Maintenance Fund, and $1,533.64 in the Ignited States 
Fund. There was due from the National Government for the 
United States Fund on September 30th, 1902, $5,923.48. It is the 
opinion of the Board that with the amount on hand October Ist, 
1902, in the Maintenance and United States Fund, the amount 
then due from the National Government and the amounts that will 
become due for the quarters ending December 31 st, 1902, and 
March 3l8t, 1903, it will be possible to pay all the expenses for 
the six months ending March 31st, 1903. 
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Appropriations for new buildings were made by the last Legis- 
lature as follows: 

For building Assembly Hall $5,000, for addition to Hospital 
and equipment $3,000, and for Store Eoom $1,000. 

On April 17th, 1901, a contract was entered into with Messrs. 
Saunders & Lawton, Architects, of Seattle, for the preparation of 
plans and specifications for these buildings. Proposals were called 
for and on June 13th, 1901, the contracts were awarded to Mr. S. 
Shults, of Seattle, for the construction of the buildings and to 
Young & Potter, of Seattle, for the plumbing and steam heating. 
W. H. Green, a member of the Soldiers' Home, was appointed as 
Superintendent of the construction and remained in the position 
until the completion of the buildings. On October 14th, 1901, the 
buildings were turned over to the State. On Washington's Birth- 
day, of the present year, the Assembly Hall was opened with appro- 
priate services. The storeroom was put into service immediately 
upon its completion. The addition to the hospital has been in use 
about six months. 

An appropriation of $1,000 was made for general repairs and 
improvements- Of this appropriation, $508.00 were expended in 
moving cottages and repairing same. For repairs to the plumbing 
in the cottages $72.40 and for radiators for the same and connect- 
ing to the steam heating plant $150.79 were expended. Other ex- 
penditures from the fund were for the purchase of paints, oils, 
lumber, etc. used in making general repairs. The balance in the 
fund October 1st, 1902, is $70.01. 

No expenditure has yet been made from the appropriation of 
$200 for library. A contract has, however, been awarded for books 
for the library, the delivery of which we expect will be made within 
a few days. The cost of the books contracted for will exhaust the 
fund. 

On September 1st, 1901, Mr. J. M. Carson, of Seattle, succeeded 
S. M. Allen as Superintendent of the institution. On May 1st, 
1902, Mr. J. H. Coffman, of Puyallup, succeeded Mr. Carson. 

State School for Defective Youth — On October 1st, 1900, 
there remained on hand in the Maintenance Fund of this institu- 
tion $16,630.27. This amount was expended during the six months 
ending March 31 st, 1901. The small balanoes remaining in the 
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funds for library, and construction of sewer and right of wa}' for 
same were also expended. 

For the maintenance of this institution an appropriation of 
$60,000 was made by the last Legislature. Of this amount $41,- 
523.22 have been expended during the eighteen months ending Sep- 
tember 30th, 1902. In our opinion it will be possible to turn back 
into the State Treasury at the end of the term $1,500. 

An appropriation of $2,000 was made for the construction of 
a new boiler house at the feeble minded department. On July 
27th, 1901, a contract was awarded to Mr. J. W. Wentworth, of 
Vancouver, for the building and also for removing the boiler from 
the basement of the main building and placing it in the new boiler 
house. The removal of the heating plant from the basement of the 
main building greatly reduces the danger from fire. The room for- 
merly used as a boiler room has been fitted up as a dining room for 
the boys. The balance of $171.24 remaining in the fund on October 
1st, 1902, will be expended in the completion of the hot water sys- 
tem. 

The appropriation of $2,000 for. General Repairs and Improve- 
ments has been expended for the following purposes : Approximate- 
ly $800 have been used for labor and niaterials necessary in making 
repairs to the hot water, steam heating and plumbing systems of the 
institution, and $158.00 were expended in the erection of iron fire 
escapes at the building for deaf and blind. The new fire escapes 
connect from the fourth floor of the building to the main fire es- 
capes. Other expenditures from the fund were for paints, oils, 
varnish, lumber, hardware, etc., and for labor performed in making 
repairs and improvements to the buildings. 

An appropriation of $400 was made for Library. Contracts 
have been awarded for books, the cost of which will exhaust this 
fund. 

In his report to the Board, Superintendent Watson recommends 
that an appropriation of $60,000 be requested to be used in the 
erection of a girls' building and the equipment of the same at the 
department for deaf and blind. While realizing that the need of 
additional room is becoming apparent, we do not at this time make 
any recommendation regarding the erection of a new building. The 
feeble minded department is located on a five acre tract of land 
about one mile from the department for deaf and blind. It is the 
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unanimous opinion of the Board that much better results would be 
obtained in the care of feeble minded children if this department 
was located on a piece of ground of suflBcient size so that a part 
of the time the boys could be employed at farmwork. It appears 
to the Board that the scope of the institution might be extended so 
that feeble minded children of the State who, under the present 
law, are not admitted and for whom the State does not now make 
any provision, could be admitted and cared for. All of the branches 
now taught in this department could be continued and others added. 
This plan could be adopted either by locating the institution near 
one of the other state institutions or at a separate location where 
there could be a farm in connection therewith. Should such a 
change as this be made, the building at present used for the feeble 
minded department could be used for the blind, thus relieving the 
building now occupied by the blind and deaf and obviating the ne- 
cessity of erecting a new building. The cost of making the change 
herein mentioned would not exceed the amount requested by the 
Superintendent for a new building and would make it possible to 
care for a much larger number of feeble minded children than un- 
der the present system. 

Should the plan lierein outlined be adopted we would strongly 
recommend that the name of the present institution be changed to 
"The State School for the Deaf and Blind," and that the new in- 
stitution be known as "The State Institution for Feeble Minded." 

EMPLOYMENT OF INMATES OF INSTITUTIONS. 

The employment of the inmates of the institutions in our charge 
in lines of work not conflicting with the free labor of the State is 
a matter that has been given a great deal of our attention. 

State Keform School — At the State Reform School we now 
have, in round figures, 140 boys and 20 girls; half of this number 
can perform all of the work required in keeping up the institution 
and also have the regular hours in school. The opinion of the Board 
regarding manual training for the inmates of the Reform School 
is that they ought to be employed, to as great an extent as possible, 
in the manufacture of articles not only for their own use and the 
use of the institution in which they are confined, but also for the 
use of the other institutions under the control of the Board. This 
course has been followed and machinery, tools, etc., gradually added 
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TO the shoe shop and tailoring departments. In the shoe deparliMBt 
we have continued the manufacture of all the shoes and alii^eiB for 
the members of the State Soldiers* Uome^ also all of the nhnoi for 
male patients at the two hospitals for the insane. In the ^^'^"■'1 
department we art' manufacturing all of the clothing for the 
patients of the lio.^pital& for the insane, and for the Saat 
ington Hospital lor the Insane all of the overalls used. For ^ 
State Soliiiers* Home wi> an* nc»\\ making all of the undcrvnr, 
overall iris and overalls. 

\V<? have recently ])urelia>ed four complete sets of 
tools and employ n number of Ixtys each day in the 
depart miMit, in charge of a competent instructor. 

Some time ago it was dr*cided by the Board to install at thiiia- 
stitution a small printing plant ca])ahle of turning out all of Ike 
blank forms, letter heads. envclo])es. etc.. used in the six inat itiUiaM 
in our charge. This plant lias not yet been purchased. 

Within the next two years it is our intention to so incieaiia flu 
capacity of the shoe shop as to be able to make the slippers for tht 
male i)atients at the Iios])itals for the insane, and if possible, to 
ihe shoe> and >lippers I'or the female ]tatient<. 

A maiter that ha> been considered by the Board is the 
J'acMire of suits for the members of the Stale Soldiers' Home. Up 
lo this time we have f»'lt that tiie bi^ys were hardly capable of aB- 
dertaking this line of w«)rk. It is pvnbabie. however, that in flu 
near futuri* this ran be done. 

About a year ai^o wi» had made a nuiulM/r of tests of the daj 
n])oii liie institniion irroniids, having in ^ iew the establishment oft 
lirickyard for the purpose nf having ma«l«' by the boys brick leqnixed 
in tlu' en list ruction of new buildiiiijs, etc.. -honld the elay be suitalde. 
Aft<'r a imnihrr of tesis, none of wliich -!u»we«.l satisfactory resaHfl,

The settees are first class in every respect and compare favorably 
with those purchased heretofore at a cost of twice the amount of 
those made at the institution. 

In the sewing room at the Western Washington Hospital all 
of the underwear, overalls and overshirts for the male patients are 
made; also all of the dresses and other clothing required by the 
female patients. About sixteen female patients are constantly em- 
ployed in the sewing room. 

Eastern Washington Hospital fou the Insane — Un- 
der the direction of an attendant patients are now making 
at this institution slippers required for the male and female pa- 
tients. In the sewing room all of the underwear is made for 
male patients and dresses and other clothing for the female patients. 
An order has been placed at the institution for five dozen settees of 
the same size and kind as those made at the Western Washington 
Hospital for the Insane. The settees are for use in the new wing 
recently completed, on the airing courts and also on the wards now 
in use. 

Sixty-eight hundred feet of eight inch cast iron pipe have been 
laid during the past two years, all of the labor being performed by 
institution help assisted by the patients. Three thousand feet of 
sewer pipe have also been laid during the past two years. In ad- 
dition to this the farm work has been kept up and other improve- 
ments made. 

State School for Defective Youth — Five complete 
sets of carpenter tools were purchased alx)ut eighteen montlis 
ago for this institution and, under the direction of a 
competent instructor, the boys have kept up th<i repairs of the 
institution, built new fences, made fire ladders and performed such 
other work as was required in the carpentry line. 

In the broom making department all of the brooms used in the 
institution have been made. In the printing office the school paper 
has been regularly published every month, blanks used at the 
institution printed, also some printing done for the State Board of 
Control. 
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State Penitentiary — At the State Penitentiary the jute mill 
has been constantly operated, excepting when closed down for re- 
pairs. The increase in the number of convicts has made it possible 
to operate this department to its full capacity. Two hundred fifty 
to two hundred sixty convicts are employed in the mill. A state- 
ment of the output of the jute mill is given in another portion of 
this report. 

The brickyard has been operated during the summer months and 
we have had no difficulty in disposing of the output of this depart- 
ment. About 75 convicts are employed in the brickyard when it 
is in operation. 

In the shoe shop all of the shoes and slippers used by the con- 
victs are manufactured, also the hammocks for the cells made and 
repaired. 

In the tailor shop the convict clothing is manufactured and also 
the suits for discharged convicts. 

The carpenter shop, tin shop and paint shop keep up the general 
repairs of the institution and also perfonn any labor required in 
their respective lines when new buildings are constructed. 

On September 30th there were 581 prisoners confined at the 
institution; during the winter there will be an increase over this 
number. With all of the departments of the institution in opera- 
tion we now have about 100 prisoners for whom there is no employ- 
ment. A number of lines of additional employment have been con- 
sidered by the Board, the one receiving the most favorable con- 
sideration being to add additional machinery and increase the out- 
put of the jute mill. About 1,250,000 grain bags are now sold by 
the j>cnitentiary each year. We could undoubtedly dispose of 1,760,- 
000 per year. With machinery added to increase the output of 
the mill to this number, employment would be furnished for most 
of the convicts now idle. Some line of employment also ought to 
be added that would furnish employment during the winter months 
to the convicts wlio are employed on outside work and in the brick- 
yard during the summer. We do not have, at this time, any rec- 
ommendation to make regarding the lines of employment for this 
purpose, not having given the matter enough attention to be able to 
expre^is an intelligent opinion covering the same.

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CHAPTER CXIX. 
(H. B. No. 222.) 

CREATING A STATE BOARD OF CONTROL AND REPEALING 

CONFLICTING LAWS. 

AN ACT to create a State Board of Control, and to provide for the 
government, control and maintenance of the Western Washington 
Hospital for the Insane, the Eastern Washington Hospital for the 
Insane, the State Penitentiary, the State Reform School, the State 
Soldiers' Home and the State School for Defective Youth; repeal- 
ing all laws in conflict with this act and declaring an emergency. 

B12: IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF 

WASHINGTON. 

Section 1. The Governor of the State shall, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate appoint a bi-partisan Board consisting of 
three citizens of the State, not more than two of whom shall belong 
to the dominent political party, as members of a board to be known 
as the "State Board of Control." The members of said board shall 
hold office, as designated by the Governor, for two, four and six years 
respectively and be removable by the Governor in his discretion. 
Subsequent appointments shall be made as provided and, except to 
fill a vacancy shall be for a period of six years. The chairman of the 
board for each year shall be the member whose term of ofllce first 
expires. All vacancies that may occur on said board while the legis- 
lature is not in session shall be filled by appointment by the Governor 
and shall be submitted to the Senate for consideration at the next 
session following the appointment. Each member of the said board 
shall receive a salary of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) per annum 
and in addition shall be paid for all actual expenses Incurred in dis- 
charge of his duties, said expenses not to exceed the sum of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) per annum for each member of said board. 

Skctjox 2. Each member of the board shall, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, take and subscribe to an oath, before an of- 
ficer qualified to administer the same, that he will faithfully perform 
the duties of his office according to law, and shall furnish to the state 
an official bond in the sum of ten tbousand dollars, conditioned as 
provided by law, said bond to be approved by the Governor and, when 
so approved, shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of State. Two 
members of the board shall constitute a quorum and shall have the 
power to transact any business for the board. 

Section 3. The Board of Control shall assume Its duties on April 
1st, 1901, and shall have full power to manage and govern the Western 
Washington Hospital for the Insane, the Eastern Washington Hospital 
for the Insane, the State Penitentiary, the State Reform School, the 
State Soldiers' Home and the State School for Defective Youth, sub- 
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ject only to the limitatioiiB contained in this act and other acts re- 
lating to the management of the said inBtitutions; the said institutions 
shall hereafter be known by the title herein given. The State Board 
of Audit and Control and the Board of Trustees now charged with 
the control and management of the institutions named in this section 
shall, on and after April Ist, 1901, have no further legal existence 
and the Board of Control created by this act, is, without further pro* 
cess of law, authorized and directed to assume the control and manage- 
ment of the said institutions, subject to the provisions of this act. 

Section 4. Immediately upon assuming control and management 
of the public institutions in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, the board shall secure suitable offices for the transaction of its 
business and shall employ a competent bookkeeper and accountant, 
who shall act as Secretary of the Board, also a stenographer and such 
additional help as might be required for the proper conduct of the 
work of the board. The salaries of the employes of the board shall 
be fixed by the board; Provided, That the salaries of the said em- 
ployes shall not in any one year exceed the sum of two thousand 
dollars. The board shall cause to be kept at its office a proper and 
complete set of books and accounts with each institution, which 
shall clearly show every expenditure authorized and made thereat, the 
said books shall exhibit an account of all appropriations made by the 
legislature, and of all other funds. It shall prescribe the form of 
vouchers, records and methods of keeping accounts at and by each of 
the institutions under its control; said vouchers, records and method 
of accounts of each of the institutions to be as nearly uniform as pos- 
sible. The board, or any member of the board, shall have the power to 
examine and check the records of the institutions at any time. The 
board shall also have the power to authorize its bookkeeper and ac- 
countant or any other employe, to proceed to any of the institutions 
for the purpose of examining and checking the records, taking inven- 
tory of the property of the institutions, or any department thereof, 
or for any other purpose that in the opinion of the board might be 
deemed necessary. The said employe shall, while engaged in said 
work, receive, in addition to his salary, pay for actual expenses in- 
curred in the discharge of the special duty, said expenses to be paid 
from the fund for the expenses of the board. Upon the completion 
of any special work provided for in this section the board shall cause 
the employ doing the said special work, to make a full and com- 
plete report of the said work, to the board, within ten days after the 
completion of the same. 

Section 5. I^ shall be the duty of the board to visit, at least once 
each four months, each of the institutions under its control at which 
times meetings of the board shall be regularly held at the said in- 
stitutions. During such visitations the board shall thoroughly inspect 
all of the departments of, and investigate the financial condition and 
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management of said institutions. For the purpose of aiding in any 
investigation, the board shall have the power to summon and compel 
the attendance of witnesses, to examine them under oath, which any 
member of the board shall have the power to administer. Said board 
shall also have access to all books, papers and property material to 
any investigation, and may order the production of any books, papers 
or property material thereto. Witnesses, other than those employed 
by the state, shall be entitled to the same fees as in civil cases in 
a superior court. It shall be the duty of the board to cause the testi- 
mony so taken to be transcribed and filed in the ofDce of the board 
within ten days after the same is taken, or as soon thereafter as prac- 
ticable. Any person refusing or failing to obey the orders of the 
board issued under the provisions of this section, or to give or pro- 
duce evidence when required, shall be reported by the board to the 
superior court or any judge thereof, and shall be dealt with by court 
or Judge as for contempt of court. It shall be the duty of the board 
to provide that each institution placed under the control of the said 
board by this act shall be visited by one member of the board each 
month. Each member shall alternate in said monthly visits of inspec- 
tion. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the board to appoint a chief 
executive ofDcer for each of the institutions under its control who 
shall devote his entire time to the duties of his office and whose title 
shall be "Superintendent." Said appointment shall be for a term of 
four years; Provided, however, that at any time the superintendent of 
an institution may be removed by the board in its discretion. The 
salaries to be paid to the superintendents shall be fixed by the board, 
and shall not exceed the amounts herein indicated. Superintendents 
of hospitals for the insane, not to exceed twenty-five hundred dollars 
($2,500) per annum; superintendent of the State Penitentiary, not 
to exceed eighteen hundred dollars, ($1,800) per annum; superintend- 
ent of State Reform School, not to exceed eighteen hundred dollars, 
($1,800) per annum; superintendent State Soldiers' Home, not to ex- 
ceed twelve hundred and fifty dollars, ($1,250) per annum; superin- 
tendent State School for Defective Youth, not to exceed eighteen 
hundred dollars, ($1,800) per annum. The superintendent of each 
institution shall have the power to appoint all assistants and em- 
ployes required for the management of the institution placed in his 
charge, the number of said assistants and employes to be determined 
and fixed by the board. The superintendent of any institution may, 
at his pleasure, discharge any person therein employed. It shall be 
the duty of the board to investigate any and all cpmplainta made 
against the chief executive officer of any institution and also against 
any other officer or employe of an institution if the same has not 
been investigated and reported upon by the superintendent to the 
board. The board shall have the power to remove any chief executive 
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officer in accordance with the provisions of this section .and may after 
investigation, for good and sufficient reasons, order the discharge of 
any other officer or employe. The board shall fix salaries of the 
officers and employes of the institutions under its control, on or before 
the first day of July each year, to be paid during the year commencing 
July 1st, and no change shall be made in the salaries to be paid, except- 
ing at the time prescribed in this section. 

Section 7. The superintendent of each of the institutions under 
the control of the board, the assistant physicians, the steward and 
accountant and the chief engineer of the hospitals for the insane 
shall be furnished with quarters, household furniture, board, fuel and 
lights for themselves and their families; Provided, That the Board 
of Control may, by unanimous vote of the full board, when in their 
opinion any public institution would be benefitted by so doing, extend 
this privilege to an officer at any of the institutions under the control 
of the board. The word "family" or "families" used in this section 
shall be construed to mean only the wife and minor children of an 
officer. Employes shall be furnished with quarters and board for 
themselves. 

Section 8. The board shall have the power to receive, hold and 
manage all real and personal property made over to them by gift, 
devise or bequest, and the proceeds and increase thereof shall be used 
for the benefit of the institution for which it is received. 

Section 9. The board is authorized to make its own rules for the 
proper execution of its powers. It shall also have the power to adopt 
rules and regulations for the government of the institutions placed 
under its control and shall therein prescribe, in a manner consistent 
with the provisions of this act. the duties of the persons connected 
with the management of the institutions. 

Section 10. The Board of Control is hereby empowered and re- 
quired to purchase all of the supplies needed for the proper support 
and maintenance of the institutions placed in its charge. Said sup- 
plies shall be purchased, whenever practicable, under contract, notice 
of the call for the same to be published in at least two newspapers 
of general circulation in the state for two weeks prior to the award 
being made. The contract shall be awarded to the lowest responsible 
bidder, if the price bid is a fair and reasonable one and not greater 
than the market value and price, and if the bid covers the kind and 
quality of article or articles required by the board. The board is au- 
thorized to require such security as it may deem proper to accompany 
the bids submitted, and shall also fix the amount of the bond or other 
security that shall be furnished by the person or firm to whom the 
contract for supplies is awarded. The board shall have the power to 
reject any or all bids submitted, if for any reason it is deemed for 
the best interests of the state to do so and to re-advertise in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this section. The board shall also have 
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the power to reject the bid of any person or firm who has had a prior 
contract, and who did not, in the opinion of the board, faithfully 
comply with the same. 

Section 11. It shall be the duty of the superintendents of the sev- 
eral institutions to cause to be prepared, estimates of the supplies 
required for the proper conduct and' maintenance of the institutions 
under their charge, covering periods to be fixed by the Board of Ck>n- 
trol, and to forward the same to the board in accordance with its di- 
rections. The board shall have the power to revise the estimates 
made, either as to quantity or quality and ^all make the call for 
supplies in accordance with the revised list, a copy of which shall be 
forwarded to the superintendent of the institution for which the call 
is made. The board shall purchase the supplies at such times and 
for such periods as in its Judgment may be for the best interests of 
the institution, in accordance with the provisions of this act. 

No superintendent or other officer or employe of an institution 
shall have the authority to purchase any article for the use of the in- 
stitution of which they have charge or in which they are employed, ex- 
cept in case of extreme necessity, and when the superintendent shall 
consider such articles absolutely necessary; that all supplies shall 
be purchased by the Board of Control in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act. It shall be the duty of the superintendent of each 
institution to furnish to the board on or before the 6th day of each 
month a full and complete statement showing the supplies or articles 
purchased by him, upon his authority, without the authority of the 
board, and to state therein tlie reasons for the purchase being made. No 
member of the Board of Control, employe in the office of the board, or of- 
ficer or employe of any institution under the control of the board, shall 
be directly or indirectly interested in the purchase of supplies, or any 
other contracts entered into by and for any of the institutions under 
the control of the board, and if so interested he shall forfeit his 
office, such contracts shall be void and such person shall be liable to 
the state upon his official bond for all damages sustained. 

Section 12. The power is also vested in the board to employ the 
services of competent architects for the preparation of plans and 
specifications for new buildings, as for repairs, changes or additions 
to the buildings already constructed, to employ competent persons 
to ruperintend the construction of new buildings or repairs, changes 
or additions to the buildings already constructed, to call for bids and 
award contracts for the erection of new buildings, or for repairs, 
changes or additions to buildings already constructed; Provided, how- 
ever, that the board shall have the right to proceed with the erection 
of any new buildings, or repairs, changes or additions to any build- 
ings already constructed, employing thereon the labor of the inmates 
of the institutions when in their judgment the improvement can be 
made in as satisfactory a manner and at a less cost to the state by so 
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doing. In calling for bids for Improvements to be made the board shall 
follow the provisions of section 10 of this act which provisions are 
hereby made to and shall cover all calls made and contracts awarded 
under this section. 

Section 13. The board shall keep at its office, accessible only to 
members of the board, the secretary and proper clerks except by the 
consent of the board, a record showing the residence, sex, age, nativity, 
occupation, civil condition and date of entrance or commitment of 
every person, patient, inmate or convict in the several institutions 
^verned by the board, the date of discharge of every person from the 
institution and whether such discharge is final: Provided, that in 
addition to this information the superintendent of the hospitals for 
the insane shall also state the condition of the person at the time of 
leaving the institution. The record shall also indicate if the person 
is transferred from one institution to another and to what institution; 
and if dead the date and cause of death. This information shall be 
furnished to the board by the several institutions, and also such other 
obtainable facts as the board may from time to time require, not later 
than the fifth day of each month for the month preceding, by the 
chief executive officer of each institution, upon blank forms which 
the board may j;)rescribe. 

SKcnoN 14. The Board of Control shall, on or before the first 
Tuesday after the convening of each regular session of the legisla- 
ture, make to the Governor and legislature a full report of all matters 
herein prescribed, showing the condition of all of the said institutions, 
the cost of conducting the same during the period covered by the re- 
port and shall also include therein a statement of the work and ex- 
penses of the board. The board shall also incorporate in its report, 
suggestions respecting legislation for the benefit of the several insti- 
tutions under its care, and shall also make estimates of appropri- 
ations that in its opinion are necessary for the maintenance of the 
institutions and for buildings, betterments or other improvements. 
The said report shall also contain the biennial reports made by the 
chief executive officers of the several institutions to the board or so 
much thereof as in its opinion might be deemed proper. Also a state- 
ment showing the dates of visitations made by the board or by any 
member thereof to the several institutions. There shall also be pub- 
lished in the report a full and complete list of the officers and employes 
of the board and of the institutions under the control of the board, 
showing the annual salary paid to each officer or employe. 

Section 15. Any member or officer of the Board of Control, or any 
other officer or employe of the institutions under the control of the 
board, who, by solicitation or otherwise, exercises his infiuence, directly 
or indirectly, to induce other officers or employes of the state to adopt 
his political views or to favor any particular person or candidate for 
office, shall be removed from his office or position by the proper author- 
ities. 
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SuTioN 16. KxistinK lawn relating to the institutlona referred to 
in this act, which are not inconsistent with the provlaloiM of thii ftci 
shall remain in force, and all acts or parts of acta In conflict or ii- 
consistent with this act are hereby repealed.

During the two years there were 495 patients committed, but of this num- 
ber 10 were committed twice, making the actual number of patients 485. 

About the middle of March of the present year the institution 
became affected with smallpox, and as a result the entire institution 
was quarantined for a period of sixty days. All told there were 
sixty cases, several severe, the bulk mild in form. Vaccination 
was resorted to promptly for every inmate and employe. There 
was one patient who had the smallpox that died, but his death was 
due to acute mania and exhaustion. We have since that time dis- 
infected thoroughly and kalsomined all the infected wards. * * 

Protestant religious services are held each Sunday forenoon. 
Father Wolfgang, of Tacoma, comes as he thinks necessary for 
Catholic services. * * * 

Dances are given each Saturday night during the winter months, 
and base ball made use of as much as possible during the summer 
months. Plays and lectures are made use of when possible. * * *

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

State Board of Control, Olympia, Wash, 

Gentlemen: — While the pleasure of submitting to your hon- 
orable body the sixth biennial report of the Eastern Washington 
Hospital for Insane falls to my lot, the credit for the majority of 
the work accomplished during the last two years belongs to my 
predecessor, Dr. J. D. MacLean, who recently resigned his position 
as Superintendent of this institution. 

Referring to the classified tables following the general report, 
it will be seen that we had 325 patients at the beginning of the term, 
October 1st, 1900, and during the two years admitted 287 patients, 
making a total of 612 patients treated during the term. One hun- 
dred and fifty-nine patients were discharged during the two years ; 
of these, 43.38 per cent, were discharged as recovered, 49.66 per cent, 
being discharged as improved, 5.72 per cent, being discharged as 
unimproved and 1.27 per cent, being discharged as not insane; one 
patient being transferred to the Western Washington Hospital for 
Insane and one patient escaped and was not returned. During the 
two years seventy deaths occurred and one patient died at home 
while on parole and was simply dropped from the roll. Thus mak- 
ing a total of 232 vacancies created during the two years, which, 
taken from the whole number treated, leaves 380 patients remain- 
ing at the close of the term, September 30th, 1902. The average 
daily number of patients treated during the two years being 366.48. 

Table 3 shows that the bulk of the patient? admitted here come 
from the more thickly populated counties of the state which are 
tributory to this hospital and in table 7 that insanity is found in all 
walks of life, the principal industries of these sections furnishing 
the majority of those affected ; table 6 showing that the greater per 
cont. of cases occur between the ages of 25 to 50 years. 

Table 8 refers exclusively to those patients admitted during the 
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two years, and it will be seen that of the 287 patients admitted, 1(^S 
were discharged from here during that time, almost 50 per cent. o:£ 
these being recovered; 34 of these patients died during the two 
years, two were not insane and one was transferred elsewhere, leav^ — 
ing 145 of those admitted, at the close of the term. Seventy of 
these were suffering from chronic forms of insanity on admission ^ 
and thus we find that we have 75 possibly recoverable cases remain- 
ing Sept. 30th, 1902. 

Of the 70 dcatlis, table 14 shows the cause of death to Ik» natura/ 
in all except tliree accidental deaths, and as shown in table 15, 
twenty-five deaths were in patients over 50 years of age. Fifty- 
three of the deaths occurred in patients suffering from incurable 
forms of insanity; two patic^nts were admitted in a dying condi- 
tion and died shortly afterwards; one patient died outside of the 
hospital while on parole. Of the three accidental deaths, one was 
by drowning, one run over by railroad train and one run ov<t bv 
wagon. 

Table 1 6 shows there has been a gradual increase in the number 
of admissions since the opening of the institution, this term having 
fifty more than last term, and we can look for a larger number next 
term. While the actual net increase was only fifty-five patients 
during the last two years, we must be prepared for a larger number 
(luring the next two years. Several patients were admitted who re- 
cently came from insane hospitals in other states, some even hav- 
ing the laundry mark of tlie hospital on their washable clothing. 
There being no state law by whicli we can return these patients, we 
are compelled to admit and (*are for them. A law for the return of 
such cases to the state to which they belong should be passed and 
provision made for the expense of said return. 

In caring for tlie insane, the old methods in which the dungeon, 
crib and padd(»d cell figured so })rominently have given way to the 
modern methods, in which kindness, tact, amusements, exercise, rest 
for the mind and body and the ])roper administration of medicine 
where the mental or physical health require it are practiced. Kind- 
ness and tact ^o hand in hand in helping those who have lost their 
mind to regain control. Exercise and ()ccu])ation are very necessary 
adjuncts in the treatment of the insan(\ and the benefits derived 
therefrom ^'n divertintr tlieir thoughts and using up the surplus 
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energy so frequently found in this class of patients cannot be over- 
estimated. Those able and willing to work are employed on the 
farm around the buildings, laundry, etc., those not willing to work 
or not strong enough being taken for daily walks in pleasant 
weather. Amusements help pass away the hours of confinement 
pleasantly, and the practice in most modem hospitals for the insane 
of giving weekly dances and chapel services has been followed in 
this institution, many of the patients looking forward from week 
to week to these regular breaks in the hospital life. 

Several entertainments have also been given, among them being 
an exhibition of moving pictures, which was very much enjoyed 
During the summer the weekly ball game is appreciated by many 
and during the Interstate Fair at Spokane a number of the work- 
ing patients were taken to it. The library furnishes reading for 
all, and the books are taken on the wards, also the copies of several 
of the daily papers. Checkers and cards are found on the wards 
and are usually in use. Also the game of ping-pong for the quieter 
and convalescing patients. ♦ ♦ ♦ 

In concluding, we desire to express to our many friends our 
thanks for their generous gifts and especially to those contributing 
to the patients' Christmas fund. We are deeply indebted to the 
Rev. Mr. Mason, of the Congregational church, and the Rev. Mr. 
Barrows, of the Christian church, for gratuitously conducting di- 
vine services for the patients on alternate Sundays. To the Spokesr 
man-Review for tlieir generous and regular contributions of their 
newspaper exchanges, which are very much appreciated by the 
patients; also to the Colville Reveille ?hu1 Walla Walla Argus for 
the weekly contributions of their papers. We are greatly indebted 
to Senator Stanley Hallett, Judge C. H. Hanford, Mrs. Chas. Mc- 
Douall, Mrs. Devonish, Mrs. C. Tormey, the Miss<'s Enloe and 
Messrs. H. C. F. Hansen, Eugene Enloe, Thos. Campbell and John 
Tracy for contributions of papers, periodicals, magazines, books, 
etc. ; and to Mr. N. C. Goodin, of the Spokesman-Review, for many 
lithographs for framing and placing on the wards. To the man- 
agement of the Interstate fair at Spokane for the free admission 
to the fair of numbers of the patients. 

To Dr. G. W. Farmer, Assistant Phvsician, and Mr. Chas. Mc- 
Douall, Steward, 1 desire to express my tluinks for tlieir hearty co- 
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operation and the efficient manner in which they have performed 
the duties of their respective positions, and for their assistance in 
the completion of this report, and to the other officers and employes 
for their aid in caring for and their kindness to the patients under 
our charge. 

And in closing this report, I wish again to express my appreci- 
ation of the kind counsel and loyal support your honorable body 
has always given me, and for your constant and careful oversight 
of the affairs of this institution.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

To the Honorable State Board of Control: 

Gentlemen : — In obedience to the law, appointing that a 
record shall be rendered covering the Penitentiary's growth and 
development, it is my valued privilege to submit to your Honorable 
Body, and through your affiliated interests, to the State Legisla- 
ture, my biennial report, designed with a view to presenting in 
detail, and yet as concisely as possible, a statement of the Prison's 
progress during the two years beginning October 1, 1900, and 
ending September 30, 1902. *♦**♦* 

HEALTH OF PRISONERS. 

Elsewhere in this report, are tabled figures, indicating that 
but ten prisoners have died in the Institution during the biennial 
period closing. Relatively to the population, we regard this num- 
ber as an extremely low percentage. In the majority of instances, 
moreover, it is only fair to contend that these convicts were en- 
rolled with some consuming and fatal disease. Other than the small- 
pox, however, we have had no maladies of a contagious or epi- 
demic character. On or about March 20th, of the present year, 
an inmate, employed as waiter in the Officer's dining room, was 
transferred to the hospital, suffering from an exanthema, or erup- 
tion. He was examined by the physician, with the result that at 
the outset, a wavering doubt existed as to the actual nature of the 
affliction. Directly thereafter, however, it was determined as 
varioloid. Simultaneously, I might say, with the case in question 
were two additional developments, corresponding in aspect, these 
being reported from the convicts in the jute mill. Appraised of 
these circumstances, the fact was rendered patent that drastic 
measures were necessary looking to its speedy suppression. Pre- 
liminarily, therefore, to requisite and more general action, we first 
consistently isolated the patients on the second floor of the hos- 
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pital building. Thereupon, vaccine tubes were purchased, and the 
otlieers, employes, and the prison population subjected to inocu- 
lation. This move was inunediatelj followed by a system of fumi- 
gation, discreetly introduced into all departments of the Institu- 
tion. These prophylatic methods were prosecuted for some days, 
and, greatly to my satisfaction, with gratifying resnlts. We hold 
the opinion, therefore, that having grasped the situation energet- 
ically in the b^;inning, much sickness, and perhaps, a pestilence, 
were fortunately averted. 

The majorit}' of ailments among the criminal element, are 
traceable to abuse and impaired constitutions. Intemperate habits 
and insufficient care have combined together in many venomous 
assaults. Still, reckoning with other and like penal institutions, 
our registry of sickness is small in comparison. And this showing 
is liberally ascribable to our medical support. Doctor J. F. Cropp, 
until September 30th last, our regular physician and surgeon, 
proved an assistant of exceptional energy and unusual attainments 
in pathological knowledge. His successor, Doctor H. R. Keylor, 
I am pleased to state, has assumed his new duties with everv 
promise of success. J. A. Crowley, our Hospital Steward, is a 
painstaking student, and has tendered his best offorts in hohalf 
of the state. 

Our manufacturing plant has given rise to but few accident?. 
These, usually, are attributable to detached and flying shuttles. 
Ordinarily, the bruises thus sustained, are trivial and disregarded, 
but at times there is a mishap necessitating medical attention. 
Our records, however, contain no entries of serious injuries from 
this cause. With reference to fi»jhting, rigid and vigilant ofuard 
service has discouraged it to any extent. 

It is apropos to add that vaccination, as a preventive, has 
l)oen consistent! v followed, and that all new arrivals are accorded 
this treatment. ******

In submitting mv biennial report, it is but proper in connection 
that I should give expression to the pronounced sense of obligation 
IVlt for the consistent and unvari'ing courtesies at all times ex- 
t^nded bv His Excellenov.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 

To the Hon. John H. Catron, Superintendent , State Penitentiary, 

Deab Sir : — The medical staff take pleasure in presenting here- 
with, their report covering the biennial term beginning March 1, 
1900, and ending September 30, 1902. During the past two years, 
the health of both officers and prisoners has been generally excel- 
lent. This gratifying result is, in the main, attributable to the 
superior hygienic condition of the Prison which, without deignin? 
or wishing to presume upon flattery, we will state, you have 
earnestly and ceaselessly aimed to maintain. It might be said 
that during the current year, the smallpox gained ingress to the 
Institution, and, for a time, threatened a serious epidemic, three 
cases developing simultaneously among the inmates. Its sq)- 
pression, however, was successfully accomplished, due to your 
prompt action and unabating energy in carrying out the sugges- 
tions of the medical department. It is but meet and proper, there- 
fore, that the full share of credit should be fittingly accorded you, 
in preventing what otherwise might have developed into a wide- 
spread and malignant infection. But the invasion demanded 
lieroic resistance, lience, the measures essential in eradicating the 
disease have resulted in materially increasing the maintenance cost 
of the dispensary department. A general inoculation of both of- 
ficers and inmates was ordered, while steps taken looking to the 
a|)propriate disinfection of the various prison quarters, unavoid- 
flhly entailed disbursements that under other circumstances would 
not have occurred. 

It is important to state that the Hospital department is most 
nieau:erly sup])liecl in the line of surgical equipment. Indeed, there 
is hardly a hospital aspiring to the name that lacks so signifi- 
cantly in operatin«r tools. 

More spocifually, it nii<rht be said that the purchase of surgi- 
cal instruTncnts, to<rether with operating room furniture, is abso- 
lutely necessary for sucoessfully conducting surgical operations, 
and the treatment of disease. The hospital is absolutely without 
such conveniences at the present time. 

The frequent occurrence of tulKT(*ulosis, in one form or an- 
other, uriTcntly d(Mnands that some provision be made whereby such

individuals be isolated from other prisoners, thereby enabling them 
to be better cared for, as well as preventing a further inoculation 
of, otherwise, healthy persons. It shoidd be borne in mind that to 
deposit this poisonous material upon the lawns, walks, etc., is 
equally as dangerous as though expectorated upon the floors of the 
Prison, thereby endangering the lives of both oflScers and convicts. 

We regard the proper isolation and vigorous treatment of syphi- 
litic convicts, and those suffering from contagious skin diseases, 
essential to safety. We desire to say in this connection, that Su- 
perintendent J. B. Catron, has fully grasped the situation in this 
respect, and has provided all conveniences at his disposal; but 
further and more suitable conveniences are necessary. 

In conjunction with the above reconamendations, we would ur- 
gently advise the purchasing of a useful, but not expensive bacterio- 
logical outfit that the physicians might have the benefit of the 
microscope for determining the character of such dangerous dis- 
eases as are above alluded to. We regard this as indispensable. 

We would reconmiend that insane cases be so disposed of that 
they can be better treated than is possible to 'do in an institution 
of this kind. Such a course would* better subserve the demands of 
good medical treatment, as well as humanity. 

With the large increase in Prison enrollment, and the natural 
introduction of a diversified number of diseases, those seriously 
minded cannot but appreciate that instruments adequate in variety 
and service are not to be dispensed with. To our present equip- 
ment, a general operating table, an instrument and dressing table, 
a cabinet fittingly designed for the reception of operating tools, 
amputation and general operating instruments, dental instruments 
and appliances, diagnostic instruments with the essential accessor- 
ies, eye and ear instruments, together with nasal, rectal and throat 
instruments, would prove of untold value in connection with the 
assortment at present employed. Probably $500.00 would fully 
suffice for the purchase of the equipment needed.

There have been 
seven deaths and seven hundred and thirty-seven boys and girls 
have gone to success or failure within the twelve intervening years. 
The few who have failed to profit by the training here afforded 
have generously advertised themselves and their mistakes have 
been magnified to the detriment of the great majority who are 
leading upright lives. * * * ♦ 



GENERAL MENTION. 

The military organization of the school is maintained and 
officered from the ranks of the inmates. Each dav, when the weather 
permits, some time is devoted to company and battalion drill. 
The fife and drum corps is a valuable adjunct and both together 
liave become almost indispensable to the discipline of the insti- 
tution. The time and opportunity for outdoor recreation is nec- 
essarily short during the rainy season though as much attention 
as is possible is given to this inalienable right of young life. At 
least three evenings each week are devoted to entertainment in 
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our assembly hall. These meetings are greatly enjoyed and are 
always expected with keen pleasure. Our religious and moral in^ 
struetion is augmented and strengthened, as in time past, by the 
continued visits of the local and visiting clergy. Each Sabbath 
afternoon finds our pulpit filled by some Christian or philanthropic 
friend ready to offer, freely, words of encouragement. Father 
Saindon, of Chehalis, devotes his time for one meeting each month 
with the boys of his faith and all are expected to attend. The 
ladies of the W. C. T. U. ; the members of the local G. A. R. post 
and W. R. C. have regular dates assigned for their meetings. 
This and other help which comes "without money and without 
price,'' indeed, without solicitation, is certainly appreciated and 
will surely bring its reward. 

The officers and teachers associated with me must share in 
any commendation due the management, since they have, by faith- 
ful, self-denying service, helped in the accomplishment of every 
good work. 

I am under especial obligations to you, The State Board of 
Control, for helpful assistance and for the encouraging confidence 
reposed in myself and wife. Trusting in God for future guidance 
we sliall hope to deserve your continued approbation.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 

To the Honorable State Board of Control. 

Gentlemen: — In presenting this, my second biennial report, 
J am pleased to say that during the said period the sanitary con- 
dition of the school has been as near perfect as sanitary laws, 
judiciously applied, could possibly make it. No epidemic dis- 
ease has obtained foothold in the institution, which is largely due 
to the watchful care of the officers in charge. Smallpox has 
made its appearance several times in the near vicinity of the school, 
but prompt measures were taken and the vaccination of every 
inmate and employe proved efEectual in keeping it out of the 
institution. 

While it is an acknowledged fact that the inmates of institu- 
tions of this kind have a strong predisposition to diseases of he- 
reditary character, few such cases have appeared, excepting cases 
of marked epilepsy. For these, I am sure, at no late day the Leg- 
islature must provide a special hospital where this and kindred 
nervous diseases can have judicious care and treatment apart 
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from institutions whose work is along lines entirely foreign to 
the care of mentally disabled charges. 

TuBEBCULOSis — This dreaded disease of today, appearing in 
its many protean forms, is ever present in institutions and is al- 
ways claiming victims. During the past year two boys succumbed 
to the disease direct. Another, recovering from 'a mild case of 
typhoid fever, developed symptoms of meningitis, tubercular in 
character, and soon succumbed. Another boy developed tubercular 
peritonitis and ascites following I operated on him and withdrew 
several quarts of serum and apparent recovery ensued. While he 
has been for some time actively employed, the disease will no doubt 
recur and finally claim him. I have at different times been obliged 
to operate on tubercular glands of the neck with, for the time being, 
perfect success, but Western Washington does not offer an invit- 
ing field for the complete eradication of tuberculosis. 

SuEGERY — Few cases of real surgery have developed, one frac- 
ture of the arm alone being treated. I Save at different times 
watched cases of mild Peri-Typhilitis with view of immediate 
operation should necessity arise, but so far all "have proved to be 
of mild catarrhal form and with rest in bed and mild treatment 
soon recovered and are now in perfect health. 

Skin Diseases — I am pleased to say that the institution is 
free from any lesion of the skin. A few cases of common ring worm 
appearing, prompt measures soon eradicated all signs and symp- 
toms. 

Syphilis — There are at the present time several of the inmates 
who are victims of hereditary syphilis, but by watchful care th^ 
same is held in abeyance. 

Diseases op the Eye — No serious lesion of the eyes noted 
and but very few cases of acute conjunctivitis treated, these being 
of mild character normal conditions soon returned. 

In conclusion I am pleased to report that I have seldom been 
called to the girls* department. 

My thanks are due to the superintendent and matron for their 
hearty co-operation. A long experience has made them familiar 
with hygiene and sanitation and has much to do with the present 
excellent sanitarv condition of the school.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

To the Honorable State Board of Control. 

Gentlemen: — I herewath submit the third biennial report of 
the State Soldiers' Home, for the term ending September 30th, 
1902, including the report of Adjutant and Surgeon. 

Farm and Garden — On the farm we have six horses, one bull, 
nineteen cows, five heifers two years old. Of the cows, twelve are 
just in their prime, four are getting along in years and the other 
three are being milked for the first time and the five two-year-old 
heifers give promise of being first-class milkers. The bull is now 
four years old, I understand, and in good condition and will do 
to serve for the next two years. Eight brood sows, thirty-one suck- 
ing pigs, one boar^ forty shoats, thirty-eight stock hogs and nine 
fat hogs, of which we are killing one a week. 

In the poultry yard we have : old chickens, 200 ; young chick- 
ens, 211; ducks, 78; geese, 18; turkeys, 10. and swans, 2. 

In our dwr park we now have five deer^ — three old and two 
young ones. We will have to enlarge the park some this year so 
as to give more and better pasture for the deer. All of the stock is 
in first-class condition. 

The garden has given us a great quantity of vegetables, all 
that has been needed in the dining room, and have sold some. Wc 
have had plenty of small fruit for use on the table while fresh, 
besides canning something over 1,100 quarts for winter use. None 
has been allowed to go to waste. Our fruit trees are doing fairly 
well, but we should have more apple trees of the winter varieties. 

Hospital — The addition that ha.s been completed in the last 
two years will, in my judgment, be all that will be required in the 
next two years to accommodate all of the sick here. 

The Surgeon's report shows a satisfactory sanitary condition, 
the majority of the patients being infirm from chronic ailments or 
old age. 
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The thanks of the inmateB of the hospital are due to Mrs. 
Frank M. Haskell for furnishing one of the rooms complete, 
also providing an organ for their sitting room, which is a source 
of much enjoyment to them. ***** 

The general conduct of the members of the Home since I have 
been in charge deserves and receives my hearty commendation. In 
only two instances have I been compelled to resort to discharge in 
order to enforce the rules and regulations of the Home, and drunk- 
enness is at the bottom of most of the infractions of the rules. ^ 

I desire to commend the faithful work of the members of the 
Home who have been entrusted with minor occupations in. the 
dining room, kitchen, laundry, dormitories, etc., all of whom have 
materially assisted in making this a Home in fact as well as in 
r.ame. 

I especially wish to commend the Adjutant, whose work in 
imtangling some of the former bookkeeping and presenting a 
report which I am satisfied will be correct in every particular, as 
near as could be ascertained from the books of this institution. 
In this connection I desire to say that the salary now paid the 
Adjutant is not enough for the labor required of him. 

Persistent labor and oversight about the Home grounds by 
the Matron has made this one of the most beautiful spots in the 
State. 

The thanks of the Home are due to the ministers of the gospel 
residing in Orting, and the members of the several choirs who 
sing at the Sunday services and funerals held at the Home. Their 
services have been given freely on all occasions. 

To the publishers who have sent us their papers without pay; 
to the ladies of the Woman's Relief Corps of the State, who gener- 
ally assist in giving us Christmas entertainment and to all others 
who have contributed to the comfort and pleasure of the inmates 
of our Home. 

I do not wish to close this report without thanking the Honor- 
able State Board of Control for their kind assistance. To their 
oversight and advice much of what has been accomplished for the 
benefit of the Home is due.

Health — Considering the fact that our pupils come from al- 
most every portion of the State and represent all classes of society, 
the general health of the School, during the period under review, 
was excellent, and speaks well for the sanitary condition of the 
buildings and the faithfulness of all household officers. Despite 
all safeguards, however, we regret to state that three cases of 
smallpox developed last November in the building for the deaf and 
the blind. Through immediate isolation of the sick to rooms over 
the carpenter shop and the placing of a trained nurse in charge, 
further contagion was prevented and all made good recoveries. 
A few weeks before the close of last term measles developed among 
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the feeble-minded pupils. By adopting and enforcing similar re- 
strictions there was no spread of the ailment. During the past 
year we have one death to report at each building. A feeble- 
minded boy, Albert Ziegler, entered the school suffering from a 
severe cold, which, within a few days, developed into congestion of 
the lungs and he died on the 6th day of September. The remains 
were buried in the city cemetery. 

The first death at the building for the deaf and the blind for 
the past sixteen years occurred on the 16th day of March last. 
Nettie Graham, a blind girl, was seized with a paralytic stroke, 
and notwithstanding everything that medical science could do 
for her relief, she passed away on the above date. The remains 
were sent to her home for interment. ***** 

Educational — The number of teachers employed in instruct- 
ing the various classes in all the departments was ten, including 
the Superintendent, and the school was divided into four regular 
classes of deaf pupils, two of blind and two of feeble-minded. 
One teacher devoted a part of his time to the instruction of and 
development in articulation and lip-reading of such deaf pupils 
as showed an aptitude for that training. The pupils so instructed 
were drawn in rotation at stated hours from the various classes 
and the improvement exliibited in many cases has been so sat- 
isfactory as to suggest tliat an additional teacher l)e employed for 
that specialty, and that all new pupils be placed in a class for 
exclusive oral instruction in order to make a thorough preliminary 
test of their vocal ca])abilities. The ability of the deaf to speak 
is not only valuable in their association with the hearing, but a 
source of intense satisfaction to themselves and to their parents 
as well. While there is still a variance of ()})inion regarding the 
practicability of teaching all of the deaf to use speech fluently, 
vet it is uiianinioiislv agreed that the semi-mute and the semi-deaf 
benefit directly from oral instruction; but of the congenital deaf, 
certain ones only can be taught with advantageous results. Our 
observation of nianv cases, covering a term of over thirtv vears, 
confirms us in the foregoing conclusions. Almost every state school 
for the education and training of the deaf has a well equipped 
articulation department, and we have kept the work in ours fully 
abreast with the high standard maintained elsewhere. * * ♦ 
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In common with the pupils of the department for the deaf 
the blind have evinced most satisfactory progress in their studies 
throughout the period covered by this report. The course of study 
pursued by them is very similar to that followed in the public and 
high schools, with such exceptions as suit their particular condi- 
tion. From the fact that the industrial field offers but a small 
return for the labors of the blind after thev leave school, it is 
steadily becoming more and more evident that a higher literary and 
musical education is advisable for their future welfare. * ♦ * 

In the department for the feeble-minded the children have 
shown all the progress that careful and painstaking effort could 
accomplish. The proportion of feeble-minded to normal children 
seems to be increasing, and the only way this problem can ever 
be satisfactorily solved is through restrictive marriage regulations. 
It is becoming the permanent policy in different states to detain 
all adult imbeciles rather than cast them loose upon society 
where they would be the prey of the unscrupulous. While there 
will always be a largo number of feeble-minded children born of 
normal parents, yet the percentage can be greatly decreased by the 
prohibition of the marriage of the degenerate and "unfit." While 
this condition is not as greatly apparent in this as in the older 
states, yet we believe our foregoing remarks correctly forecast 
restrictive legislation concerning this matter. 

As heretofore the policy of this department has been to so 
combine the schoolroom work with the daily occupations as to 
produce the highest mental and physical development possible. 

Kindergarten work continues to be an important branch of our 
school training and is a necessary step to the primary work. 
The instuction is practically individual, as the characteristic? of 
each pupil must be stimulated, guided and developed. Singing 
and marching are leading features much enjoyed by all. Outside 
of the school hours the girls assist in general housework and sew- 
ing and the boys saw stove wood, sweep, dust and keep their own 
apartments in order, with the assistance of the supervisor. * * 

Acknowledgements — We beg to thank the publishers of peri- 
odicals and newspapers for their courtesy in exchanging for our 
school paper, "The Washingtonian," and acknowledge the receipt 
of reference volumes from the Federal Department of Education.

fall for free admissions and to the Portland and Vancouver Kail- 
way Company for free transportation to attend it. These kind 
favors were greatly enjoyed by all of our pupils. 

Graduating Exercises — In May, 1901, graduating exercises 
were held in the assembly hall of the school, when the citizens of 
Vancouver and vicinity favored us with their presence in such 
numbers as to more than test our seating capacity. Upon this 
occasion four of our pupils graduated, Edna Marshall and Thure 
Lindstrom from the department for the deaf and Robert Irwin and 
Raymond Walling from the department for the blind. The two 
deaf graduates subsequently passed a most creditable examination 
for admission to the Gallaudet College, Washington, D. C, which 
they duly entered as students and where they have since been mak- 
ing very satisfactory progress in their studies. 

On May 22nd, 1902, the graduating exercises of the school 
were held in the Auditorium theatre in Vancouver, where we were 
welcomed with a crowded house. Miss Dickson, deaf, and Miss 
M. Evanson, blind, received graduating diplomas upon that oc- 
casion. Miss Dickson also passed the entrance examination to 
Gallaudet College and has now entered that institution, which 
is established for the higher education of the deaf. ^ 

Actuated by a desire to assist Miss Dickson and Mr. Irwin 
financially, Mrs. C. Watson devoted much of her time during the 
evenings in training some of the pupils in pantomime recitations, 
school theatricals, etc., which, interspersed with the reading of 
the graduating essays, furnished an entertainment highly appre- 
ciated by the large audience present. A small admission fee was 
charged, with the result, that after paying all expenses, each of the 
beneficiaries received seventy-seven dollars in cash. 

The prime object of this institution, founded in accordance 
with the philanthropic and economic principles of our modem 
civilization, is the alleviation of their condition and the uplifting 
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of the unfortunate of the human race. In what measure this 
responsible trust has been carried out, we proudly point to the 
results of the past and hold them before us as the standard of the 
future. The oflScers and teachers have been both zealous and faith- 
ful in their work and the pupils tractable and appreciative for 
what has been done for them. 

Under your future direction, gentlemen, we look for no other 
similar institution to excel in scholarship and worth the "State 
School for Defective Youth."
